Hamid Gets 
30-Day Event 


Popular New York booker 
will furnish amusements 
at Rochester Centennial

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 14.—George 
A. Hamid, of New York City, has been 
here for two days conferring with the 
Rochester Centennial Committee, in- 
cluding Frank Smith, vice-president; 
Edward Hungerford, general manager 
and director, and William Boothby, ex- 
position manager. 

Hamid was greatly impressed with the 
vast preparations being made, the city 
of Rochester and the business men hav- 
ing already appropriated $100,000 for a 
Pageant and Village of Early Rochester, 
which is now being erected on the ex- 
position grounds. The federal govern- 
ment has spent over $100,000 for build- 
ing a new grand stand and for general 
improvements thruout the grounds. A 
crew of 250 is now readying the park 
for the Centennial. 

The Centennial celebration will run 
August 11-September 9, the dates Sep- 
tember 3-8 being devoted to the ex- 
position annually held in Rochester. 
National and local manufacturers have 
already bought every inch of available 
space in the exhibition buildings. 

Originally the executive committee 
cid not contemplate having what is 
known as a midway, but after the con- 
ference with Hamid agreed unanimously

ACAMA Bitterly Opposes Segregation 
Of Excursionists; Gravatt New Head 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 14.—A long- 
smouldering controversy between certain 
resort hotel men and amusement interests 
burst into flame suddenly this week when 
the Atlantic City Amusement Men’s As- 
sociation characterized the segregation of 
excursionists as suggested by former State 
Senator C. D. White, owner of Mar- 
borough-Blenheim Hotel, one of beach- 
front’s largest, as “a dictum of destruc- 
tion,’ and went on record bitterly op- 
posing same. White advanced this plan 
to the city, stating that hotel guests com- 
plained of the mixing, and asked that ac- 
tion be taken on it. He is very influential 


in local circles, but the amusement men 
feel this is one time he won't get what he 
is after, stating that any attempt to carry 
out his plan would be the end of Atlantic 
City as a great pleasure resort of the 
masses. It would also be the first time 
that any American resort showed class 
distinction. 

Shertly after publication of White's 
statements other resorts began big adver- 
tising campaigns extending welcoming 
arms to “one and all as against the high- 
hat policy of a place (Atlantic City) that 
doesn't want you mingling with its upper

It is now possible that the 
Association of Theatrical Agents and 
Managers will step in and attempt to 
organize the ushers, doormen and 
cashiers.

Local 306 Administration 


Browne announces move at meeting which voted Sher- 
man recall — appoints Holmden — progressive group

NEW YORK July 14.—The International Alliance took over Local 306 Thursday 
after the local’s administration had collapsed. George E. Browne, new president 
of the IATSE, has appointed Third Vice-President Harland Holmden to supersede 
all officers of the local until its affairs are straightened out. This action came sud- 
denly Wednesday midnight, during a meeting in which the 400 members present 
had voted to recall Harry Sherman, president; Charles Hyman, treasurer; George 
Reeves, recording secretary, and Harry Levine, Manhattan business agent. The

progressive group, which has been lead- 
ing the fight to reform the local, imme- 
diately attacked the IA’s right to step in 
when the members themselves were 
“cleaning house.” It pointed out that 
the IA failed to step in when Sam Kaplan 
was running things and also during the 
beginning of Sherman’s administration. 

Browne says the new turn ig affairs 
Will not impede negotiations for new 
contracts with local theaters. The ficht 
of the local, meanwhile, to recover its 
records from the Brooklyn Grand Jury 
has been won. Justice James A. Dunne 
of the Brooklyn Supreme Court directed 
Wednesday that the records be returned 
to the union on the ground that the 
Method of seizure was “a clear and 
definite invasion of the petitioner’s con- 
stitutional rights.” Assistant District At- 
torney William H. Kleinman had sub- 
renaed the records of the lecal and of 
Empire State Union for an inquiry into 
the alleged sabotage of Brooklyn indie 
theaters. 

The Local 306 situation is being

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turn in fall either to run his union in- 
dependently or under a Federal AFL 
charter. On the other hand he may 
operate directly under the ATAM. 

He says the BSEIU has jurisdiction 
over janitors; and that he was granted 
jurisdiction over ushers, doormen and 
cashiers by the ATAM when he organ- 
ized his union last fall. He says he has 
given back the ATAM its jurisdictions. 
As for the Roxy Theater, with which he 
has a closed shop contract, he has made 
ap agreement with the unionized staff 
whereby it will run itself until he re- 
turns to the field. 


Levey says it cost $8,125.45 to run the 
union and that he took in $2,600, the 
difference coming out of his pocket. 

He came up for trial on a charge of 
coercion in Special Sessions in Brooklyn 
Thursday. Harry Lewis, manager of the 
Tivoli Theater, Brooklyn, accused him 
of threatening to “bust up the joint” 
and making it “hard” last April. He 
told the judges that, shortly afterward, 
the theater was stench bombed. The 
judges ruled, however, that since it could 
rot be proved that Levey had anything 
to do with the bombing, the “coercion” 
was based purely on an assumption. 
Judges Raphael, Herbert and Gressor 
found Levey not guilty. 

Lewis was backed by the Independent 
Theater Owners’ Association in his 
action, the organization’s attorneys ap- 
pearing for Lewis. Levey was repre- 
sented by Henry E. Alexander, of the 
Abner J. Rubien office. Ben Golden, 
secretary of the Regional Labor Board, 
and Lochlan Morris, reporter of The New 
York Times, were in court to testify for 
Levey.

Must not harbor abuses of 
labor under the “basic 
code” or no code at all

WASHINGTON, July 14.—After many 
months of doubt and of activity in the 
way of public hearings, preparation of 
data, organization of associations and 
the like, to the end codes of fair com- 
petition for the circus and carnival in- 
dustries be had, action taken July 12 
by National Recovery Administration 
looking to the “completion of all code 
making” apparently leaves these two in- 
dustries clear of need for codes. This 
action, however, has an alternate angle. 
In event such of the smaller industries 
not yet under code, as the circus and 
carnival groups, tor example, elect not 
to come under a “basic code” for small 
industries, they must take steps to the 
end they may not justly be accused of 
“harboring abuses of labor.” Should 
there be evidence they are not living 
up to Section 3 (d) of NIRA, a hearing 
shall be ordered within 10 days fo deter- 
mine whether a labor code shall be im- 
posed. As a 30-day period is provided 
under the executive order of General 
Hugh 8S. Johnson for a cleanup of all 
codes now pending, this means that in 
event of a hearing being ordered as to 
any industry which has not come under 
the basic code and is found to be lax

CHICAGO, July 14—An effort was 
made by Balaban & Katz this week to 
have the present clearance system here 
changed. So important was the issue 
that the Clearance and Zoning Board 
of the local Code Authority held a spe- 
cial meeting in the Gold Room of the 
Congress Hotel and invited all exhibitors 
in the Chicago territory to participate, 
as the question involved all theaters. 
Almost 200 exhibitors attended 

The protest filed by Balaban’ & Katz 
proposed the modification of the present 
clearance arrangement in the city of 
Chicago for Class C houses and general 
release theaters. The present so-called 
seven-day clearance arrangement was 
established several years ago when con- 
ditions were different, they claimed, and 
under the present system subsequent- 
run houses can play the same picture 
on the following Sunday. For example. if 
a C house runs a picture on Tuesday 
and Wednesday or on Friday and Sat- 
urday of a given week, the subsequent- 
run house can play the same picture the 
following Sunday. The new plan proposes 
to set the north, west and south sices 
at different periods, the present setup 
allowing a general release for all parts 
of the city at one time. The change 
would leave an open week for the ex- 
hibitors to fill outside of the present 
schedule. This met with general disap- 
proval.

DETROIT, July 14.—The Detroit Entertainers’ Association closed the booking 
office run for members this week, eliminating the principal point of dispute hetwecen 
it and the new American Federation of Actors unit, which shares offices with the 
DEA. Harry Ward, DEA president. said Harry Turk, who managed the booking office, 
closed it because he found the work did not justify the expense. A 10 per cent fee 
was charged, 3 per cent going to the DEA for welfare work and the 7 per cent to 
the bookers. All DEA bookings were made at $3.50 for singles and $7 fcr dowbles. 


The DEA hecomes a purely social club 
with the passing of the booking depart- 
ment, the new AFA local taking over 
ite union activities two weeks ago. A new 
clubhouse is planned for the DEA. About 
350 members are on the ‘books. 

Greater satisfaction with the work of 
the new APA branch was found this week 
as the organization, under Walter Ryan, 
:ocal representative, swung into action. 
The first non-payment complaint was re- 
ceived 1 o’clock Monday and by 2 o’clock 
the act had received payment. 

Replying to criticism by Lionel Kaye

Canvas Movie Theater 
Wins Code Recognition 


DALLAS, Tex., July 14.—The first case 
to come before the local Grievance Board 
in which a tent picture show is involved 
was heard here this week. The Hall 
Industries Theaters claimed that W. L 
Swain, operating a picture show under 
canvas in Freer, Tex., was non-theatrical 
and asked that the Board notify all 
companies to refuse him product. 

Swain in rebuttal stated that his tent 
show was theatrical and was conducted 
in a legitimate manner. He claimed 
that his sound equipment was of su- 
perior manufacture. He further stated 
that he was operating in fhe city of 
Freer before the Hall interests came 
there. 

The Board, after a study of the case, 
decided that Swain’s tent constitutes a 
motion picture theater and that the Hali 
interests did not substantiate their 
claims. 


Illinois Starts Relief Work 


CHICAGO, July 14.—Sixty unemployed 
musicians have been put to work under 
the plan sponsored by the Illinois Emer- 
gency Relief Commission and are now 
rehearsing in preparation for concerts 
which bezgin next Monday. They have 
been divided into two bands of 30 each, 
one of which will play at Cook County 
institutions and the other at State in- 
stitutions. Each band will play a two- 
hour concert twice a week at three dif- 
ferent locations. 

A project to employ 264 actors and 
cther entertainers, including 50 more 
musicians, is being worked out and an- 
nouncement concerning it is expected 
to be released socn. These people will be 
divided into small entertainment groups 
to play public institutions and CCC 
cemps thruout Cook County. 


Costumers Meet in Chicago 


CHICAGO, July 14. — Optimism 
marked the annual convention of the 
National Costumers’ Association, which 
took place at the Sherman Hotel here 
July 9-11. One of the important things 
discussed was for the drawing up of a 
code, which the costuming industry dces 
not possess at present. They also de- 
cided to have a definite investigation 
on how it is possible for foreign cos- 
tumes to be brought to this country 
in bond and used for entertainment and 
display purposes, It is the association’s 
intention to revive its monthly maga- 
zine, which has not been published for 
two years. Officers elected were Major 
S. H. Harrelson, president; Dave Soren- 
son, vice-president, and John Hanson, 
secretary-treasurer. 


Decision Reserved 


In ITOA-Code Case 


NEW YORK, July 14—Decision was 
reserved this week by Judge Goddard in 
the U. S. District Court, on an applica- 
tion of the Independent Theater Own- 
ers’ Assoctation for an injunction re- 
straining the Code Authority from re- 
fusing to hear complarnts of the exhibi- 
tcrs' who have not signed the code as- 
sent. The judge asked the attorneys to 
prepare briefs for his study. 

Counsel for the theater Owners de- 
clared that the code violated the fifth 
amendment to the Constitution by not 
affording equal protection to all parties 
regardless of whether or not they signed 
assents. ‘ 

William Whitney, for the Code Au- 
thority, stated that President Roosevelt 
signed the code and that the assent 
system was established to finance the 
machinery. 

The theater owners plan to carry the 
case to the Court of Appeals if the in- 
junction is denied. 


Cardiff Giant Back 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., July 14.—Louis 
Mulroney, of Emmetsburg, has trotted 
out the famous Cardiff giant, one of 
America’s most famous hoaxes, and 
plans to tour the mid-West amusement 
resorts, fairs, etc. It is said the Cardiff 
giant, which was in reality made to or- 
der and buried near Ft. Dodge, Ia., has 
earned more than $3,000,000 for its vari- 
ous owners. The stone man has been 
in retirement now for about two decades. 
Its discovery pulled many columns of 
newspaper publicity. Noted scientists 
from all over the country flocked to 
Iowa when the discovery was made 
known to inspect the “prehistoric” 
phenomenon.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—The San 
Francisco Theatrical. Federation, num- 
bering 3,250, including musicians, pic- 
ture projectionists, stagehands and jani- 
tors, joined the general strike which has 
paralyzed the entire community, closing 
all theaters and other amusement spots, 
effective at 8 a.m. this morning. 

Radio stations will fill in with talks 
and records, with NBC and CBS bring- 
ing music and various special features 
from the East. With waiters, cooks and 
entertainers joining the general walk- 
out, there is a serious food shortage 
and all dine and dance niteries are on 
the shut-down list. 

Oakland and other East Bay cities are 
expected to join the general walkout 
at any hour. 


“Fresh Fields” Clicks 
On American Premiere 


CHICAGO, July 14.—The Blackstone, 
long dark, reopened Monday night with 
the American premiere of Ivor Novello's 
comedy, Fresh Fields. A_ well-filled 
house found the play a lively and amus- 
ing one with an excellent cast headed 
~% Margaret Anglin and Alexandra Car- 
lisle. 

The plav concerns two impoverished 
titled English women who have diffi- 
culty meeting expenses of their large 
ancestral home.

Good Returns on Equity Move 
To Reduce Radio Initiations 


NEW YORK, July 14. — Results of 
Equity’s move in reducing initiation fees 
for radio artists have been “very, very 
good” during the first week since the 
new plan went into effect, according to 
Frank Gillmore, Equity president. Mem- 
berships in the radio field have been 
coming ir. in good numbers, with per- 
formers seemingly eager to take ad- 
vantage of the reduced rates. No cam- 
paign has been put into effect by the 
actors’ organization, all new members 
applying on their own initiative. That, 
according to Gillmore, is an extremely 
encouraging sign. 

Equity council, at its last meeting, 
reduced the initiation fee for perform- 
ers in the radio field from $50 to $10, 
with the provision that they pay the 
difference if they are engaged for a legit- 
imate production. Delinquent members 
now appearing on the air may be re- 
turned to good standing by a payment 
of $10. 

Good as the results of the move have 
been, it is expected that they will be 
even better if Equity receives its sought- 
for recognition in the radio code. Or- 
ganization hopes it will receive the same 
recognition in the radio code that it got 


in the legit code. Pailing that, it hopes 
for acceptance of its schedule of mini- 
minum salaries submitted to Washington 
after its radio survey. ‘That, it feels, 
would be in effect as good as complete 
recognition. Failing that, however, it is 
expected that any attempt at actor 
unionization would be met with a 
closed-door policy on the part of the 
chains, and that Equity would have a 
tough and uphill battle on its hands in 
organizing the field. 


The fact that the good results of the 
lowered initiation have been obtained 
without an organized membership cam- 
paign seems doubly hopeful to those 
interested in organizing the field. It is 
felt that the actor himself must see the 
value of unionization before any strong 
organization can be attempted, and the 
number of membership applications re- 
ceived in the past week, it is thought, 
indicates that way. 


No membership drive in the air field 
is contemplated. If there is one it will 
wait until after the code is issued. Even 
at that it’s uncertain, with no definite 
plans yet made, pending the results of 
the code.

if the cleanup will quit when it has 
washed up the picture field. Also, definite 
announcements have been made hy the 
tri-faith conclave meeting here this 
week that the drive will be extended to 
other fields. Burlesque, always a bone uf 
contention with the cleaner-uppers, it is 
announced, will be the first tc bear the 
brunt, while taxi dance halls will also be 
included. It is figured inevitable that 
legit will also come in for an attack. 


The drive has already extended to 
magazines considered salacious by the re- 
formers. Two newsdealers were arrested 
this week for displaying the mag Nudist, 
und there is a current report of a move- 
ment afoot by the organized boycotters 
to extend the ban to books and mags. 

In the picture field, increased pressure, 
instead of a slackening off, marked the 
announced film cleanup by the vroduc- 
ers. Cardinal Hayes made public here a 
letter in which he comes out strongly 
in favor of the campaign and has asked 
that it be read from the pulpit in all 
Catholic churches tomorrow. Develop- 
ments of the campaign in the picture 
field are treated in full in the motion pic- 
ture department. 


Legit Cleanup Starts 

The first stirring of a legit cleanup was 
evidenced at the tri-faith meeting here 
when Father Joseph A. McCaffrey an- 
nounced that bad language and bad taste 
will be considered “indecent” in the 
legit field. Legit, however, has its own 
censoring machinery, set up three years 
ago, whereby the field itself censors any 
play concerning which a complaint has 
been received. In the three years not a 
single complaint came in. It is considered 
unlikely that the reform forces wil) use 
the industry’s machinery, however, if 
they turn to the fleld glutted with the 
publicity received in the film campsign. 

Radio, like the newspapers, has been 
giving help to the reform forces. A series 

of talks will be given over WMCA and 
aes American Broadcasting System, deal- 
ing with the salaciousness of stage and 
screen. Former Supreme Court Justice 
Daniel Cohalan will be the first speakur 
tomorrow, and Rev. Robert Woods, of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, will speak the fol- 
lowing Sunday. A series of weekly talks 
on the clean-up campaign will also go over 
Station WBNX. sponsored by the Federa- 
tion of Catholic Alumni, cach Tuesday 

n. 

‘In view of the time given the reformers, 
radio will have to give time to the other 
side, according to the ruling that both 
sides of a public question must be allowed 
expression on the air. Whether the film 
industry will make use of the privilege 
is considered doubtful, but there is a 
strong likelihood that the association of 
fim fans fighting the camovaign, led by 
I. Robert Breder, will make use of the 
cpportunity. Details of Broder’s organiza~- 
tien appear in another column in this 


Radio Apathetic 
The radio field itself is at present 
ye as to chances of its being 
leaned up. It is felt that it is so thoroly 
scrubbed already by sponsors and others 
that a clean-up campaign would bk 
merely gilding the lily. Coast stations, 
however, are instituting more stringent 
censorship over lyrics and song titles. 
Vaudeville !s likewise unworried, due 
to the fact that all major circuit <on- 
tracts and almost all others include 4 
clause that the manager or booker may 
eliminate objectionable or blue material 
at his discretion. Vaudeville peovle feel 
that this clause is their safety zone and 
accordingly aren’t worried.

The bur problem has been hang- 


ing Sire for years, and it is a foregone 
conclusien that the field will be attacked 
as soon as the picture situation is cieared 
up. Shows continue about as they have 
been, with producers putting off the re- 
trenchment as long as possible, figuring 
that the field will get the reformers’ ax 
regardless. 

The tri-faith meeting announced that 
‘t would ask New York police to clean 
up the dancs-hall situation. Spokesmen 
were meticulous in stating that they did 
not object to dancing and only those 
halls would be attacked which the com- 
mittee regarded as improper. 


CHICAGO, July 14.—Because of the 
national campaign that is being waged 
against immorality on screen and stage, 
the Balaban & Katz offices have notified 
manegers of all their houses and the 
booking office thru which acts are 
tooked that they want to clean up any 
material in acts that may be considered 
salacious. 

The notification to the booking office, 
signed by Louis R. Lipstone, says, in 

: “Our managers have been defi- 
nitely instructed to talk to performers 
at rehearsals and advise them of our 
problem and to make notes of anything 
that is not up to par on the opening 
performance. The artist will then be 
told what material to eliminate, and in 
the event the artist should substitute 
another off-color or double-meaning gag 
in Meu of what he has been told to 
eliminate his contract will be canceled 
immediately and he will be dismissed 
without notice.” 

Morris Silver, secretary-treasurer of 
the William Morris Agency, has sent 
similar notification to the various agents 
asking their co-operation. 


WASHINGTON, July 14. — There is 
plenty of indication that there will be a 
flood of bills presented at the next session 
of Congress to regulate the film business.

Attorney Broder lines up 
laymen opposition against 
censorship— incorporate 
@ 


NEW YORK, July 14. — Opposition 
from laymen to the church and reform 
groups seeking a cleanup of screen and 
stage product is assured as a result of 
an organization formed this week known 
as the Asseciation for the Preservation 
of the Freedom of Stage and Screen. 
The certificate of incorporaticn was 
signed by Justice Peter Schmuck and 
filed in Albany Thursday. Founder of 
the group is I. Robert Broder, former 
RKO attorney, now on his own, who is 
also active in an attempt to have vaude 
booking offices issue equitable contracts. 


Broder sums up the purpose of his 
organization as a campaign for enter- 
taining films in good taste and of adult 
standard. As concerns the juvenile an- 
gle, it is his opinion that children 
should ve Kept out of commercial mo- 
tion picture houses, and that special 
films for them should be shown at spe- 
cial times in the commercial houses or 
in schools. He states that the children 
represent abcut 10 per cent of the en- 
tire movie house ross, and that an 
elimination of this should not hurt the 
industry.

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QUITY has fired its first 
E salvo of shots in the fight 
to organize the radio per- 
forming field. The decision of 
the Council to lower the initia- 
tion fee for ether artists is a 
Wise one; also a necessary one. 
The battle is on and the stakes 
are high. Equity has one defeat 
scratched on its shield. The 
failure of Equity’s lieutenants 
to line up Hollywood is not a 
deterrent, however. The Gill- 
more organization learned valu- 
able lessons during the fight on 
the Hollywood front. It seems 
from the way Equity is proceed- 
ing in its invasion of the broad- 
casting studios that the tactics 
learned during the losing battle 
ugainst the Hollywood moguls 
are being put to good use in the 
latest episode of its process of 
acclimatization to the changing 
trends of the show business. 
* * * 


No field needs a strong or- 
ganization more than radio. 
Conditions among artists in 
studios are intolerable. In many 
studios there is no standard of 
compensation; there are lacking 
to an alarming degree codes of 
protection for the artist and 
recognition of the right of an 
artist to earn a living wage. 


The sustaining requisite haus 
been abused to the extent that 
it is now, in many stations, an 
out-and-out racket. There is no 
power that can help an ether 
actor obtain justice when un- 
businesslike power-drunk ex- 
ecutives put the screws on him. 


The radio actor must have his 
own organization and the log- 
ical one is Equity. The officers 
and employees of Equity have 
made an intensive study of the 
radio field. They know what 
the radio actor needs. Their 
experience with actors gen- 
erally has taught them what 
every actor needs—both for his 
protection and advancement. 

* * * 


We have no doubt that the 
final outcome of the delibera- 
tions on labor provisions in the 
Radio Code will favor the actor. 
By that we mean the actor will 
be afforded an opportunity to 
work out his own destiny. When 


this is done the way is opened 
for Equity. But the hardest part 
of its job in the radio field will 
then begin. 


Radio artists generally are 
as foreign in attitude and back- 
ground trom artists in other 
fields as an Oxford grad is from 
a Bowery bum. The biggest 
problem confronting Equity in 
its radio organization work is 
that of education. The actor 
will have to be wised up to what 
he needs. He will have to be in- 
structed in elementary logic. 
In many cases these lessons wil! 
have to be driven into stubborn, 
fearful beings. He will have to 
learn the most important les- 
son of all: That what might 
seem to him as the ideal state of 
affairs at the moment might be 
the very thing that will cut 
short his career in the distant 
future., 

* * * 


Radio artists are super-in- 
dividualists. They have been 
forced thru circumstances to 
fight their battles alone. They 
underséll their services and 
more frequently than, not ac- 
tually work for nothing for in- 
definite periods in order to be in 
on the ground floor when the 
breaks come. This has caused 
the radio market to be monopo- 
lized by the so-called buyers. 
'’here is no clean competition; 
no conceivable degree of cer- 
tainty about anything—except 
for those who have been fortu- 
nate enough to jockey them- 
selves into the position where 
they have a clearly defined and 
consistent following. Equity 
can’t help these favored sons 
and danghters of the gods. 
They apparently don’t need it. 
Equity seeks te improve condi- 
tions among the thousands of 
Jesser artists who now live from 
hand to mouth and who are bat- 
tered golf balls socked about by 
the clubs of the mighty. 

* * * 

Equity has before it the hard- 
est battle of its career. But the 
stakes dre higher than at any 
time before. It’s worth a try, 
but Equity had better not start 
at all if it does not give to the 
fight everything it has. If 
Equity loses it will be attrib- 
utable only to the individualism 
that has been inherent in radio 
studios since this field crept out 
of its experimental shell into 
the realm of Big Business.

AFM Wins Uniform Wage Scale 
In Canadian Compromise Pact 


OTTAWA, July 16. — The American 
Federation of Musicians came to terms 
with the Canadian Radio Commission 
this week. The settlement averted a 
threatened boycott by the APM thru 
forcing CBS and NBC to cut out musical 
programs on hookups to Canada. The 
Toronto local of the AFM had originally 
called the strike when the radio com- 
mission refused to recognize it. 

The settlement is a compromise and 
affects 58 stations controlled by the com- 
mission. Only a score of indie stations, 
not vet taken over by the government 
commission, are not in the pact. Under 
the agreement, a uniform wage scale is 
established for AFM musicians on all 
stations. Each local had its own scale 
before this. In addition, the commis- 
sion promises to continue using as many, 
if not more, union musicians as before. 


The AFM wanted a closed shop con- 
tract, but the commission insisted it 
could not afford to give the AFM locals 
exclusive preference over members of 
the native Canadian musicians’ union. 

Walter Murdoch, heaa of Toronto Lo- 
cal 149 and head of the radio commit- 
tee, along with representatives of the 
Montreal, Ottawa and Ham’!ton locals, 
conferred with Hector Czyarlesworth, 
chairman of the Canadian Radio Com- 
mission, this week. Joseph N. Weber, 
president of the AFM, and G. B. Hender- 
son, his assistant, came in from New 
York as advisers. 

From now on the union musicians will 
deal direct with the radio commission 
here rather than with individual sta- 
tions.

false. As is customary. no names were 
divulged. None will be, unless continued 
violation occurs. 

When the FTC plan was first en- 
nounced, it was believed the request for 
continuities was aimed mainly at smaller 
advertisers. It is learned from radio 
execs, however, that the commish isn't 
limiting it to this field and that network 
advertisers may be among the dozen 
called in. E. J. Adams, who is in charge of 
the radio investigation, is letting ad- 
vertisers. know that while no roughshod 
tactics will be used there will be constant 
activity.

Air Engineers 
Claimed by IA 


NEW YORK, July 16.—The general of- 
fice of the stagehands’ union is expected 
to act soon on a resolution to organize 
radio engineers. The resolution was 
passed in the IA'’s recent national con- 
vention and referred to the General 
Executive Board, which in turn has just 
passed it on to the president, George 
Browne, for action. 

The resolution was signed by 42 con- 
vention delegates and urges the organi- 
zation to grant a charter to the radio 
engineers in this city. This is consid- 
ered bait to lure local broadcasting en- 
gineers, many of whom are already or-, 
ganized on a company union basis. NBC 
and CBS, for example, recently signed 
contracts with their own engineers. 

The resolution points out that radio 
engineers of the local stations are 
“working in theaters, cafes and stations 
in the jurisdiction of the IATSE” and 
that “the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers (also an AFL union) 
is encroaching on the jurisdiction” of 
the local engineers; and that the en- 
gineers are “willing to come under the 
banner of the IATSE.” 

The resolution is an open declaration 
of jurisdiction over radio engineers. It 
is a warning to both the radio broad- 
casters and also the IBEW, which also 
claims AFL jurisdiction over engineers 
and already has organized many stations 
thruout the country.

Despite the fact the program didn't 
click from the standpoint of clear re- 
ception, this attempt was a smart and 
showmanly stunt. CBS attempted to 
have its two most distant stations, KILS 
in the Arctic Circle and Admiral Byrd’s 
outlet at the other end, hold a conversa- 
tion, clearing thru New York, and at 
the same time give the affair to the 
listeners. Undoubtedly it had a large 
audience, it being the first time—and 
probably the last for a long while—that 
such a stunt had been tried. But even 
had it succeeded it would have probably 
proved little more than that the sun 
never sets on CBS or Grape Nuts. 

Reception from the North was fair, 
with Robert Plager, CBS‘ engineer, and 
two Alaskan officials doing considerable 
chatting. Talk from Byrd's camp was 
practically unintelligible, due, according 
to announcement, to magnetic storms. 
Studio talk from various members of 
this and the first Byrd expedition, plus 
the orchestra, filled in. There was some 
vital news spilled in one of those studio 
chats. All about how the stock of Grape 
Nuts at the South Pole had disappeared.

Mrs. Franklin Roosevelt

The advantages of Mrs. 
Roosevelt to the mike, with her talks 
preceded and succeeded by plugs for a 
commercial product, are obvious. For 
her present commercial series the First 
Lacy has elected to have herself pre- 
sented as a news commentator. It is 
a certainty that regardless of what she 
says and whether it amounts to any- 
thing of importance a large audience is 
assured. From the advertising angle, 
therefore, this program achieves ite 
wanted results. From the standpoint 
of entertainment or education the an- 
swer is in the reverse 

Mrs. Roosevelt brought nothing to 
the mike in the way of actual worth, 
other than her presence itself. Her 
comments on news items of varying age 
were flat and harmless, the sole ex- 
ception to this being a personal incident 
mentioned concerning the effect of the 
President's changing plans as to sailing 
time on his vacation. Speaking time for 
Mrs. Roosevelt was split in halves, the 
first half being devoted to her com- 
mentaries and the latter half a discus- 
sion of increased leisure time under the 
New Deal. In between were semi- 
Classical and classical numbers by the 
orchestra, 

Plugs for the sponsor were none tog

He speaks a bit like Al Smith and has a 
slightly nasal quality. That may or may 
not mean something. It probably 
doesn't. The stuff he delivers is inter- 
‘sting. On the show caught he had a 
Swell chance for a human interest tale, 


Babe Ruth, the radio star, having hit 
his 700th homer that same afternoon. 
Vidmer spoke about an incident in con- 
nection with the Babe's 600th tap. It 
was a good yarn. He spoke about vari- 
ous other sports angles as well. 

Format of the program is pretty much 
as was. Regular announcer gives the 
results before Vidmer comes on, and tho 
prize for anyone finding anything less 
than “10c filler in a Girard” has been 
anted from $5,000 to $10,000. Prizes of 
ball game tickets, etc., also retained for 
letter writing winners. J. FP. 


WMCA Dramatic School 


Reviewed Sunday evening, 7:30-8 
o’clock. Style—Dramatic sketch. Sus- 
taining on WMCA, New York. 

Regardless of what can be said against 
this program, it is something to talk 
about in radio. Taking people with ab- 
solutely no mike experience and after 
five weeks training putting them in 
front of a mike with a difficult script 
to find them delivering a creditable per- 
formance is a tribute to the director, 
Charles Martin. A few weeks ago WMCA 
started its dramatic school as an answer 
to the gyp radio teaching places oper- 
ating in the city, and undoubtedly with 
an eye to publicity as well. This pro- 
gram was the first actual broadcast the 
students, have given. 


Above remarks are no indication the 
actors disported themselves a la old- 
time troupers. That’s too much to ex- 
pect. They were further handicapped 
with a difficult piece which even veter- 
ans would have difficulty making credit- 
able. Yet they came away leaving sev- 
eral favorable impressions. Sketch was 
a fantastic view of the future, calling 
for all sorts of adventures to be enacted 
by the cast, and as foreseen by the nar- 
rator, a sort of Jules Vernish college 
stude.

The Wonder 
Bread hour is scheduled to start from 
the Coast next month over CBS, origi- 
nating in the KHJ studios. Auditions 
are taking place this week, with Allan 
Simpson, of the Joyce-Selznick Agency, 
handling the contracting. Talent will 
include a band and characters for a 
family type continuity. Bread firm is 
reported to be willing to go $12,000 on 
the talent.

Broadeasts Are 


Mulled Over by New York Indies 


NEW YORK, July 14.—New York’s indie 
stations. already lining up for a fall radia 
business battle, have in the meantime 
found another question to keen them 
warv. Latter is the problem of special 
event broadcasts. Since the advent of 
WNEW into the local field and the change 
of hands of WMCA, the special events 
situation has become quite a battle- 
ground, as well as a problem. 

It is a problem from the standpoint of 
whether to carry an eventful show that 
several other indies have booked. There 
are two lines of thought. One main- 
tains that if any other of the leals are 
carrying the broadcast, then “we must, 
teo, tn order to hold our audience.” Op- 
posed to that is the claim that with 
several other outlets broadcasting the 
event, it might be a good time to slip in 
with a musical or other entertainment 
program on the chance of getting listen- 
ers not interested in the event. Another 


angle is the publicity resulting from 
carrying the freak broadcast, since it 
means space, plus inclusion in the daily 
papers’ feature program boxes, these in- 
clusions being all too rare for the indies. 
Special events are likewise good ammuni- 
tion for advertising salesmen on the sta- 
tions’ payrolls. . 

Typical instance is the all-star ball 
game that took place in New York this 
week It had practically all the New 
York stations. naturally including the 
networks’ links, the indies either setting 
up their own wires or being fed from the 
networks Mayor LaGuardiez’s recent 
speech on city conditions was another in- 
stance, going clear across the New York 
beard with the exception of WINS, the 
Hearst radio station. Some stations. be- 
fore the WNEW-WMCA situation, seldom 
bothered with the special events of cither 
type mentioned. remaining satisfied to 
let the network stations carry them.

Scheduled 
twice for airing here, the program mak- 
ers looked it over, sent a wire to New 
York and the answer came back for a- 
washing. Lyrics read: “Who but you 
can set my soul afire, With a new, com- 
pletely mad desire?” Lines now being 
aired read: “Who but you can make my 
cares seem brighter, Making, too, a 
dreary day seem brighter?” 

NBC has banned You Nasty Man, a 
pretty good seller. Others frowned upon 
include Hold Your Man, What's Good 
for the Goose, Keep Doin’ What You’re 
Doin’, Young and Healthy, And So If 
Married the Girl, My Dog Loves Your 
Dog, I Like It That Way, Thank Your 
Father and Turn on the Heat. Mostly 
it’s the titles and not the lyrics.

Barbary Coast 


Public opinion is pulling 
for revival — would be 
good ’37 fair attraction 


& 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 14.—A battle 
royal is under way to reopen San Fran- 
cisco’s one-time famous Barbary Coast. 

A movement is afoot to force city 
Officials and the California Board of 
Equalization to reissue permits that will 
bring new life to the now dead coast. 
The fight will be aired in Superior Court 
at Sacramento within the next few 
weeks, when Louis Parente, Benny Wag- 
ner and others seek to secure permits 
to open spots on the coast. Parente’s 
application has been sidetracked time 
and time again by the board. 


Force of public opinion has become 
so great that there is little doubt that 
there will be another revival. With the 
coming of the 1937 World’s Fair that 
will celebrate the completion of the two 
bay bridges here, business interests want 
the coast reopened They declare that 
the coast is an attraction that would 
bring visitors from all parts of the world 
here and it is a valuable medium of 
publicity. 


As it now stands the coast has been 
hurled into a pool of depression. Pacific 
street is dark and deserted. Property 
owners in the vicinity have su‘lered 
great financial losses. Thousands of 
dollars were spent to remodel and im- 
prove property when the coast reopened 
Jast year. Spots are now boarded up 
and it is a sorry sight. Taxes still go on. 

When the coast reopened last year 
there were no ill effects. Business was 
conducted in an orderly fashion, but 
the reformers -feared that there would 
be a revival of disorder and put up an 
awful howl. Result was that approxi- 
mately 800 persons, including musicians 
and entertainers. were thrown out of 
work. There were also two successful 
and fecur attempted suicides as the ree 
sult, not to mention the loss of thou- 
sands of dollars by those who so opti- 
mistically invested in the various short- 
lived night spots. 

Business interests stated that When 
the coast was closed by the reform ele- 
ment, it meant a loss of approximately 
$50.000 to San Francisco in the way of 
pay rolls and merchantiise purchased 
weekly. They pointed out that a strict 
and fair police supervision of the coast 
will eliminate any and all of the dis- 
orderly conditions of years gone by, 
much feared by the reformers.

Interpretation 


Labor Board decisions 
clear up code confusion— 
amateur night decision

NEW YORK, July 16.—Confusion over 
the meaning of the wage clauses of the 
vaudeville code is beginning to clear up. 
Recent decisions by regional labor 
poards here and in the Midwest have 
set precedents in interpreting the code. 

The latest decision, handed down last 
week by Ansel R. Cleary, Ohio NRA 
compliance officer, rules that prize win- 
ners in amateur nights in theaters can 
claim the regular $7.50 a day minimum. 
This ruling came after a tenor had 
complained that he appeared in a Cleve- 
land theater as an amateur and failed 
to win a cash prize. The house booker 
answered the complaint by insisting the 
tenor was an amateur. But the com- 
pliance board ruled that any amateur 
who wins a prize can claim the $7.50 
minimum, whether this is given as a 
prize or as salary. 

The compliance board in Detroit ruled 
last week that an act cannot double 
between theaters unless double the 
minimum wage is paid. Another recent 
Detroit ruling provides that the code 
minimum must be paid even if an act 
is used for only one show 4 night. 

A recent local ruling also provides 
that the booker must play an act a full 
seven-day week in order to pay the 
weekly $40 minimum. Less than a week 
means the per diem ($7.50 a day) mini- 
mum must be paid. 


Loew Loses Penn

The big moment of the show is 
Mahoney. Not a wee bit less appealing 
than when he used to bowl them over 
a street up at what the boys still call 
jokingly the ace house. Will makes a 
vaude fan’s heart warm. He shows that 
the heroic figures of another day do not 
dwindle in comparison to some of the 
freak big@ies of today. 

Lee Twins, Rio and Elliott open in 
an all-dancing flash. There's also a third 
girl, and unbilled blonde, whose forte is 
a tap on toes. Lee girls are beautifully 
matched and Rio and Elliott are best 
in competitive hoofing. Fast little act 
on which is tacked a pleasing finish. 
Good reception.

He is very 
versatile and has a smooth ingratiating 
personality. 

The 24 Danny Dare Girls are planted 
in the rising pit, along with eight boy 
singers, in a cafe table arrangement 
eround a center fountain. A good bit of 
staging. The girls mount the stage for 
several dance and posing routined. 

Betty Jane Cooper and the Lathrop 
Brothers are on for a smart bit of pre- 
cision tapping. Miss Cooper’s first two 
costumes are not flattering, but aside 
from that their act is a pip and drew 
a big hand. 

Paul Sydell and Spotty pulled a near 
show-stop. Sydell does remarkable 
stunts with a small white dog and then 
with Spotty, a brown dog. He balances 
the dogs on his hands and catches them 
after throwing them into the air. 

Thelma Nevins, introduced as a future 
star, displayed an impressive crooning 
voice and drew quite a bit of applause. 
Except for her lower notes, which tended 
to become indistinct, her voice 
very well. Sang three pop numbers. 

The DeMarcos followed with two 
grand ballroom numbers.

Plenty of entertainment at the Capi- 
tol this week—at least in the stage 
show. The picture Stamboul Quest 
(MGM) doesn’t measure up to the antics 
on the platform, with Willie and Eugene 
Howard, Bill Robinson and Gertrude 
Niesen all socking over plenty, as was 
to be expected. They're the whole bill 
with the exception of the Chester Hale 
gals and Roye and Maye, the latter dis- 
playing their exceilent dancing only in 
the final flash. ‘ 

Willie Howard is a glutton for punish- 
ment here, coming on in three spots 
during the show (along with brother 
Gene in two of them) and clicking 
grandly in each. The total amount of 
work he puts in probably amounts to 
about two full acts. Leads off the 
show after the Hale kids have put a 
pretty pastel number under their belts 
with the familiar interview scene that 
now has a bit of new material added. 
It’s all right, but the applause returns 
really begin to swell when Willie gets 


out on the apron and goes into satirical, 
biting and tremendously funny impres- 
sions of Jessel, Jolson and Cantor. That 
brought down the house, and deservedly. 


He’s on again later to do his hilarious 
Ccemmunist speech after the Hale kids 
have done a number on soap boxes. 
And then, just before the final flash, 
Willie and Eugene come on with the 
quartet number that was one of the 
high spots of the Follies. It’s one of the 
funniest numbers on the stage. 


Bill Robinson is spotted right after 
the Howards’ first appearance and does 
his inimitable tapping in his inimitable 
way. When the curtains parted to re- 
veal the stairs the customers broke into 
applause. And the house came down at 
the end. 


Miss Niesen, in spite of all the enthu- 
siasm that had gone before, got the 
biggest hand in the show, with the cus- 
tcmers whistling for more after she did 
her three numbers, Heat Wave, Born To 
Be Kissed and Carioca. She encored with 
Smoke Gets in Your Eyes, and the ap- 
plause and whistling again threatened 
to stop the show as the pit crew broke 
into the music for the finale. 


The doors of the house didn’t open 
until 12:10 on opening day because of 
overlong rehearsals.

Bigger houses to prefer spasmodic vaude, mostly attrac- 
tions, says Trilling — only smaller spots to stick to 
regilar policies, but on small budgets 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Altho it is too early to predict how the new vaude 
season will line up, it appears as tio more and more theaters will use vaude, but 
on a spasmodic basis rather than as regular policies. This prediction is based on 
unstable conditions and the trend by the bigger houses toward playing “name” 


attractions or no flesh at all 


One major booker, Steve Trilling, cf Warner, thinks 


the season will start very late, and that when it does, most of the de luxers anu 
downtown vaude spcts will prefer to pick up box-office acts or units when available 


and to stick to straight pictures the rest 
of the time. Trilling feels that only the 
smaller neighborhood houses, where ad- 
mission price is everything, will attempt 
regular vavude policies—and even thon 
the budget will be kept down close to 
the code minimums 

In other words, the old idea of estab- 
lishing a vaudefilm policy and holding it 
until it builds up a vaude audience is 
passing. In its place is the new idea that 
it is mcre profitable for a theater to sell 
each particular show (whether it in- 
cludes flesh or not) than it is to sell an 
estab’ished vaudefilm policy. 

RKO, Loew and Warner tried on-and-off 
flesh in many houses this season. In only 
a few hcuses did they run vaude right 
thru for a whole season. Next season 
will see more of this. This will mean that 
much of the booking will be spot and 
that routes will be more and more a 
thing of the past. It will also mean that 
circuit bookers will work in closer with 
the theater-operating department than 
ever before. 

Leew, for example, vhis season ran 
vaude for a full season in only 14 houses. 
But it ran occasional vaude in 11 houses, 
Norfolk, Richmond, Pittsburgh, Cleve- 
land, Akron, Columbus, Syracuse, Roch- 
ester, Bridgeport, Waterbury and Balti- 
more (State Theater). Warner is running 
full-season vaude in three houses only, 
but it spotted occasional vaude in Pitts- 
burgh, Reading and a raft of smaller 
spots handled by Harry Biben.

“If you had a strong organiza- 
tion,” he said, “you would be able to 
demand fair working conditions and sal- 
aries.” He urged them to give the AFA 
serious thought. The labor station, 
WCFL, was placed at the disposal of the 
AFA for the broadcasting of informa- 
tion relating to the union. 

Mort Schaeffer, president of the Pro- 
fessional Entertainers’ Club, spoke brief- 
ly, calling attention to the fact that 
practically everybody around the thea- 
ter but the actor is organized and able 
to demand decent working conditions. 

The evening meeting was much like 
that of the afternoon. the speakers go- 
ing over the same ground. Among those 
who spoke briefly were “Dorny,” former 
national president of the Society of

NEW YORK, July 14.—The suit for a 
receivership of the NVA Pund was post- 
poned for the fourth time Wednesday. 
The case will be heard Monday in Su- 
preme Court—if there is no other post- 
ponement Both sides, the NVA, Inc., 
and the NVA Pund, have already filed 
their replies and counter replies. 

While the two suits are pending—the 
receivership action end the breach of 
contract suit—the Fund and the NVA, 
Inc., ace still co-operating in handing 
out the weekly doles. The NVA, Inc., 
makes reccmmendations to the Fund 
and the Fund beard okehs them. 

Chesterfield says the Fund is. now 
handihe out about $200 a week to needy 
actofs, in addition to supplying 100 to 
125 dinners each evening to actors hold- 
ing food cards issued by the NVA, Inc. 
Only about a year ago the NVA was 
spending as much as $1,200 a week in 
doles, says Chesterfield. 

Meanwhile, the NVA Fund has settled 
in its new office at 1619 Broadway. Her- 
man Levire, who is in charge, says he 
is operating the Fund at half the over- 
head cost when it was located at 1600 
Broadway. He also says that the Fund 
is trying out a new angle in operating 
the Saranac Lake san. The patients are 
being. taught skilled trades so that they 
will have a better chance to find jobs 
when they are released as cured.

Altho it’s generally 
estimated that at least us :nuch, if not more, money came across the box-office 
counters than in any season since the depression, the number of shows presented is 
the lowest in modern stage histcry, dipping under even the low mark set last year 
—dipping under it. in fact, by the considerable margin of 58. A gran:i total of 154 
shows reached the Broadway boards dvring the season now drawing to a cose. In 


Ziegfeld Title 
Still Unsettled 


NEW YORK, July 14.—More and more 
trouble is growing around the rights of 
the title to the Follies, originally dis- 
puted by William S. Coffey, executor of 
the Ziegfeld estate. who claimed at least 
a third of the gross of the last edition 
for payirg off creditors’ claims. It was 
Coffey’s contention that the title brought 
in at least that much. Shuberts, pro- 
ducers of the show, contended on the 
other hand that they had bought the 
title from Billie Rurke, widow of the 
late producer, who had the rights to it. 

Now Saul Jj. Barron, executor of the 
Erlanger estate, claims that a third of 
the title belongs to Erlanger interests 
His position was brought out this week 
in hearings concerning the »wnership 
of the name. Barron’s testimony was to 
the effect that originally Erlanger and 
Mark Klaw each had 2 25 per cent inter- 
est in the title, with Ziegfeld holding 
the other 50 per cent. Later, he said, 
Klaw scld out, with Erlanger and Zieg- 
feld each buying half of his interest.

Zoning of Houses Suggested 
In Effort To Stabilize Biz 


NEW YORK, July 14.—The zoning of 
Broadway from 43d to 48th streets, with 
no low-priced shows allowed within 
those limits, is the groundwork of 2 
plan recently formulated to stop direct 
competition of cut-rate productions and 
to stabilize theater business from the 
viewpoint of the house owners. It will 
be presented to theater men in the fall, 
and, altho its provisions are generally 
acknowledged to be feasible, little hope 
is held out that it will be adopted. It 
involves all theater owners working to- 
gether—which would be an wunprece- 
dented situation. 


Plan is an effort to see that houses, 
thru co-operation, keep up their renting 
prices and at the same time dco away 
with the cut-rate competition that has 
been a sore spot with both producers 
and owners in code confabs and else- 
where. It involves the establishment 
of a general fund to help pay taxes and 
earrying charges of dark houses, with 
lighted theaters contributing to it. Cost, 
however, according to the plan, would 
not come directly out of the owners’ 
pockets. 

It is pointed out that at present a 
producer may chisel down the house 
rent by playing one house against an- 


other. According to the plan. definite 
prices for each house would be set, ac- 
cording to location, capacity and other 
factors, and no house in the agreement 
would be allowed to go below that price. 
Tt is figured that such procedure would 
result in definitely increased revenue for 
all houses that were lighted, and part 
of that increased take would be con- 
tributed to the central fund to help 
carry less fortunate houses. 


Only trouble is that, 'n order to be 
workable, plan would call for the co- 
operation of every house concerned. 
Getting that is something that even 
the most sanguine despair of. 

Another angle of the plan would be 
the zoning of the theater district in an 
effort to wipe out direct competition of 
the cut-rates. Figuring that Broadway 
proper is taken over by film first-runs, 
and 42d street by burly and film grinds, 
the zone would start at 43d street and 
zo north to a street to be designated, 
probably 48th. taking in the side streets 
only. Within that zone no cut-rate 
show would be allowed. it being firured 
that there are enough houses gor them 
elsewhere. That would relieve full-price 
houses from meeting the competition 
of a 40-cent show next door. 


the pre-depression days the number often 
hovered around 300. Nothing due for the 
rest of the season (ending July 31) ex- 
cept Keep Moving, a revue scheduled for 
the Forrest. That, however, is doubtful, so 
present firures can he considered final. 


Musicals during the season of 1933-34 
reached the astonishingly low figure of 
24—and of those 11 were either stocks 
revivals or holdover from the previous 
season. That leaves just 13 new musicals 
produced during the season. the lowest 
figure within memory. The previot's sea- 
son there were 32 girl-and-gag affairs, of 
which 9 were stock and holdover, leaving 
a total of 23 new ones. That means that: 
during the current season new musicals 
declined by 10, almost 50 per gent. 

In the total number of dramatic pro- 
ductions the current season tcok another 
terrific wallop, the number going down 
from the 1932-'33 low of 180 to just 130. 
That, however, is not as bad as it seems. 
During 1932-'33, 65 shows were either 
holdever from the previous season or 
else stock or rep or revivals. This year, 
however, the stock-rep contingent went 
way down, with only nine shows classified 
there or as heldover. Drop in that clas- 
sification explained by the fading out of 
the Civic Rep Company. which went on 
tour; the dropping of the Shakespearean 
Rep and the fact that the Irish Players 
made no tcur this season. 

With the holdovers and stock-rep shows 
taken off the listing, the present season 
actually shows a gain of six in the num- 
ber of new dramatic shows Also, the 
shows that were presented fared better, 
indications being that both iength of run 
and money taken in went way up, per 
capita. 

On paper the falling off of 58 shows in 
the combined musical and dramatic 
categories looks bad, but the stock-rep 
absence explains most of ‘t. As far as 
new productions are concerned, the 
present season dropped by only four, going 
from 138 to 134. 

Even that 1s bad enough when it’s 
considered that the previous season 
established a new low mark. 


Four Weeks for Malvern 


LONDON, July 14.—The Malvern Fes- 
tival will this year run for four weeks, 
the longest run in the history of the 
dramatic institution. This will be its 
sixth year. Dates are from July 21 to 
August 18. 

Largest acting company in the history 
of the festival will also be on hand, 
with six plays scheduled. Now rehears- 
ing, under the direction of John Drink- 
water, Herbert M. Prentice and Godfrey 
Baxter, and the general direction of Str 
Barry Jackson, in association with Roy 
Limbert. Scope of plays has also been 
considerably widened, going far afield 
from the original tribute to George 
Bernard Shaw, which was the start of 
the festival. 

Plays include Shaw’s You Never Can 
Tell, Marlowe's Doctor Faustus, anony- 
mous Interlude of Youth, Henri Cheon’s 
The Marvelous History of St. Bernard 
(first non-British item to be presented 
at the festival), Drinkwater’s new pbiay 
(A Man’s House), David Stewart's Mu- 
tiny and Denis Johnston’s The Moon in 
the Yellow River. atter was presented 
in New York by the Theater Guild two 
seasons ago. 


“Drama of Chicago” Sept. 9 


CHICAGO, July 14.—The “Keep Chi- 
cago Ahead” committee, organized this 
spring to boost Chicago's interests, is 
preparing to stage a huge dramatic 


spectacle at Soldier Field September 9. 
It will be called The Drama of Chicago 
and will depict in a dramatic pageant 
the history of the city. 
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Authors Lose 
Tax Battle ° 


ALBANY, July 14.—The State has the 
right to tax royalties on a retroactive 
Supreme Court decision, according to a 
decision handed down by the Appellate 
Division of the Third Department this 
week, in an action for certiorari brought 
by Elmer Rice against the State Tax 
Commission for a rebate of $3,231, which 
he was forced to pay on royalties during 
1929, 1930 and 1931. Rice case was 
based on a U. 8. Supreme Court deci- 
sion made in 1928, ruling that a State 
had no right to impose income taxes 
on incomes protected by copyright or 
patent. In 1932 the Supreme Court re- 
versed the ruling, holding that a copy- 
right was not a federal instrumentality. 

It was Rice’s contention that the lat- 
ter decision was not retroactive for the 
three years in which the issue was in 
doubt, during which the original deci- 
sion was in effect. The Appellate Divi- 
sion, however, ruled ctherwise. 

Decision affects many other royalty 
incomes, including those of Maxwell 
Anderson, Jerome Kern, Sigmund Rom- 
berg, Robert Sherwood ‘and the estate 
of the late David Belasco. 


Freeman To Produce 
Plays in Chicago 


CHICAGO, July 14.—Charles K. Free- 
man, who produced Girls in Uniform so 
successfully last spring in the Black- 
stone Theater, announces plans for a 
series of dramatic productions in a Loop 
theater next fall and winter. 


Freeman states he has already been 
negotiating with well-known New York 
actors and probably will give the first 
play in October. A series of five pro- 
ductions is planned. 


“Stitch” at Red Barn 


NEW YORK, July 14.—The Stitch Is 
Late, new play by Noel Taylor, will be 
the fourth offering of James Neilson and 
Arthur Hanna at the Red Barn Theater 
in Locust Valley, L. I. Opens Monday.

Amateurs to Nixon, Pitt 


PITTSBURGH, July 14—For the first 
time in local theater history a little 
theater group will make a strong bid 
this season for patronage by staging all 
of its plays at the Nixon Theater, legiti- 
mate stronghold here. The group, called 
the Masquers, opened an actors’ regis- 
tration office downtown and plans to 
give its first production September 25.

joChorus Equity Notes | THE OVER-ZEALOUS 


From behind the nearer hills there comes the beating of a 
loud and angry drum. The wind is fitfully west. and dark clouds 
belly from the mountains, pushed upward by the hollow drum- 
beats. Indications are that the reformers are marching again 
upon the theater. 


There are, in fact, more than indications. The powers 
that are now forcing the present film cleanup have explicitly 
announced that, when they have finished their job in Hollywood 
or Babylon or Sodom or wherever it is that they think the evil 
in films stems from, they will then turn their rapt and godly 
attention upon radio and books, vaudeville and the theater. 
When they have scrubbed films as clean as a three-month-old 
child (and as intelligent) they will march again upon a theater 
that neither heeds nor needs them. ~ 


This corner holds no brief for films. Certainly various products of the 
Coast fleshpots are deplorable. Certainly some of the celluloid footage that 
pours forth each year is sickening. vicious and fit only for human swine to 
snort in. The trouble is—and it is a trouble that the reformers overlooked 
—thbat there are enough human swine ready willing and eager to snort in it 
to make the production of such stuff profitable. 

With the frenzied and sightless fury of the righteous, the reformers have, 
as usual, marched out in all their glcry against the wrong fce. The evil is 
not in those deplorzble films that satisfy a cortain public craving; it is in 
the craving itself. Just as was the case with prohibition and other booberies 
that they have foisted upon an apathetic land, the crusaders have mistaken 
the effect for the cause. Certain :ndividuals have an inordinate and dev- 
asting craving for strong drink; tps: facto. strong drink in all its forms (and 
even drinks that &re in all truth weak enough) must straightway be verboten. 
Certain individuals have an irrepressible and bestial animal craving which 
they satisfy, in part, by attending unsavory films; ipso facto, they must not 
be allowed that particular gratification, and all other films must also be banned. 

But if they are not aliowed that ratification, what happers? They 
seek it in other—and probably far more vicious—fields. Some gratification 
may always be found somewhere. It may be that the output of unclean pic- 
tures will go dcewn, but what does that profit if the number of attacks in 
dark alleys goes up? It may profit a little, perhaps, sinve che fallen woman 
has always been a staple stock-in-trade in any church. 

Might not the reformers do better to turn their flaming attention to 
their own parishioners, seeking to stamp out the desire that demands salacious 
films, rather than wasting time by stamping out the films themselves? That, 
of course, would be a losing fight. since human nature is never changing. 
And it is in the policy of few reformers to fight a losing fight. Far better to 
make films the scapegoat, to suppress them or clean them up or devitalize 
them, and allow the original bestial‘ty that caused it all to rage unchecked. 
Unchecked bestiality makes more glorious causes for reformers. 


All of which fails to take into account the proposed general boycott. To 
damn the good with the bad is an insanity that could occur only to the re- 
forming mind; any intelligent aduit will, of course, dismiss it for what it is 
worth. ‘ 

There remain the black lists and the white lists and the grey and red 
and brown lists that are prepared in the reforming camps. Drawn up by 
minds that function only in part, seeing things thru one eye gone »lind and. 
glorifying morality to the exclusior of intelligence (as tho morality and in- 
telligence weren’t synonymous), they are similarly worthless. They are the 
products of half-men who judge human endeavor by the little canons of their 
own interests. who judge worth by the little standards of their own small and 
dirty minds. Purpose and intelligence are less than nothing to them. On 
their lists, it is quite possible, an Animal Kingdom and a Hoopla, a Henry VIII 
and an I'm No Angel would be lumped together as films which irrevocably 
imwair morals and which may not be seen by the devout. Tnat would be 
bad, from any intelligent viewpoirt, as damning the entire product. An 
nw ag has never been particularly adult would be made more 
childish still. 


After all the celluloid furore is over, the crusaders will turn once more to 
the stage, as they have already turned innumerable times since the days 
of the Restoration. And, confronted with the theater as it exists today, they 
will not even have the flimsy excuse, used in the film campaign, that the 
industry needs a~cleanup. 

The theater needs no censorship, not even tho we admit that films do 
need it. The proof is in the reception accorded every salacious play that 
has been produced in the last five years, and perhaps longer. 

The theater has few patrons sharing the rampant desires of the morons 
who demand salacious films. For one thing, people of that tvpe are seldom 
in a position to pay what is now demanded for theater seats. For snother 
thing, the theater public has increased remarkably in both taste and in- 
telligence of late years. and salacious plays are invariably tasteless and trite. 
They must be so. for if their authors had any spark of intelligence or taste it 
would be impossible for them to write the schweinerei that they do. That being 
so, theater patrons have constituted themselves one vast censorship com- 
mittee, staying away from cheap and bawdy shows with eagerness and 
unanimity. 

Go dewn the list for proof: Under Glass, It Happened Tomorrow, Love 
and Babies, One Mure Honeymoon, The Stork Is Dead. ard countless others— 
even The Great Magoo, written by authors as renowned as Ben Hecht and 
Gene Fowler. and brought in by Billy Rose with a fanfare of trumpets. The 


theater public knows what it wants And it does not want dirt for dirt’s own 
sake. 


In addition, when the reformers last swooped upon Broadway there was 
established a mechanism whereby the theater could and would censor itrelf 
upon the receipt of a complaint. What happened? Not a single complaint 
has been received since that mechanism was set up three years ago. If the 
reformers want to object to our plays, the simplest thing for them to do 
would be, not to announce a widespread cleanup and boycott, but tu file their 
complaints and let the theater’s own censoring committee do the rest. But 
that, of course, woujd hardly be satisfactory. There’s not enough publicity or 
bloody-shirt-waving about it. And there’s no one to excoriate and ruin with 
the mouthed damnations that seem to release sex-repressions in the reformers 
themselves. For it is the reformer’s privilege (and release) to see dirt in 
everything which may disturb either his mind or his senses. Is it the theater's 
fault if he has neither his mind nor his senses under adult control? 


As for boycotts, black lists and the like—just what would the churches 
say if every theater flashed upon its curtain a warning to all patrons to stay 
away from church. That, of course. would be immoral. unlawful, sacrilegious: 
and damned. Yet which is the more immoral—he who satisfies an unfor- 
tunate craving which already exists, or he who sees only filth and dirt and 
horror in adult, intelligent art works that do not happen to conform to his 
own narrow moral code? EUGENE BURR. 
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Philadelphia Defers 
Wholesale Closing 


PHILADELPHIA, July 14.—Local ex- 
hibitors are remaining in a quandary on 
the subject of a general closing due to 
the boycott. A strong sentiment is de- 
veloping against closing as a form of 
protest and the general result may be 
that those theaters directly affected— 
i. e., houses in a strong Catholic parish 
—will probably close, while those less 
drastically touched will try to remain 
open. 

Both local groups of independent ex- 
hibitors met this week, with the boycott 
the main subject of their discussions. 
A show of hands on the direct subject 
of concerted closing was sidetracked at 
the MPTO of Eastern Pennsylvania, 
Southern New Jersey and Delaware 
meeting, with the result that a com- 
mittee was formed to treat of the mat- 
ter with Warner Bros. and the Inde- 
pendent Exhibitors’ Protective Associa- 
tion. The committee is composed of 
Lewen Pizor, Mike Lessey, Michael Egnal, 
Luke Green and Abe Sablosky. 

At the TEPA meeting another commit- 
tee was formed, consisting of Dave Bar- 
rist, Morris Wax, Columbus Stamper, 
George Gravenstein, Herb Elliott, Bill 
Butler, Clarence Heckster and Harry 
Fried. Both committees have held sev- 
eral conferences this week, meeting 
Warner representatives both here and in 
New York, tho no platform has yet been 
made public. 


Milwaukee Accepts 
New Zoning Setup 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 14. — With 
theater classifications and availability 
schedules rearranged, a clearance and 
zoning schedule for Milwaukee County 
was finally adopted by the local board 
here July 11. 

The schedule sets forth the availabil- 
ity for houses playing straight pictures, 
flesh and pictures and double features, 
with theaters in the first classification 
charging a 35-cent admission receiving 
availability of 52 days over first-runs in 
the same classification charging 55 
cents; those in the sevond classification 
receiving 45 days, and the third, 38 days. 

Under the schedule all Milwaukee 
County exhibitors are required to file 
with the clearance and zoning commit- 
tee a policy record by August 15, 1934, 
containing the operation of the theater 
on each day of the week, giving changes, 
admission prices, whether flesh, double 
features, etc. Failure to file such a 
record subjects the exhibitor to classifi- 
cation in the lowest admission bracket. 


Harris Again Enters 
Pittsburgh District 


PITTSBURGH, July 14—The Harris 
Amusement Company, which sold all of 
its downtown and naborhood houses 
to Warner Brothers a few years ago. has 
returned tothe local scene as a leading 
theater operator. 

Under the managership of Jimmy Bal- 
mer, it first remodeled the old Alhambra 
Theater in East Liberty and opened it 
as the Harris-Family, then invaded Mt. 
Oliver and Beechview and bought the 
leading houses there. Last week it re- 
Opened the remodeled William Penn on 
the North Side, which the company 
bought from Warner Brothers. Late in 
August it will reopen the Alvin, down- 
town first-run house, which has been 
dark for a number of years. 


Injunction Denied 


PHILADELPHIA, July 14. — Stating 
that such action would be premature, 
Judge George A. Welsh, U. S. District 
Court, this week denied a preliminary 
injunction | restraining major distribut- 
ing companies from putting a ban on 
double-features in their contracts. The 
case was brought up about a month 
.ge by Harry Perelman, local exhibitor. 
Judge Welsh ruled that th- problem 
was so wide that open court proceedings 
with the testimony oi witness. would 
ve in order The case may ce launched 
again in the early tall. 


Schulberg To Leave 
Paramount in October 


HOLLYWOOD, July 14—Ben P. 
Schuiberg will leave Paramount in 
October, when his two-year inde- 
pendent production contract expires. 
It is stated in Hollywood that Schul- 
berg has secured financial aid from 
John E. Otterson, head of ERPI, to 
finance two pictures budgeted at 
$300,000 each. 

It is quite probable that Sylvia 
Sidney will sever her sonnections 
with Paramount at the same time. 


Slump Hits Houses 
On Pacifie Coast 


HOLLYWOOD, July 14. — The entire 
West Coast is taking it on the chin 
this week. Everything seems to be 
stacked against the theater owner from 
Canada to Mexico. In some places the 
fall-off of business is as much as 50 
per cent. 

In Seattle and San Francisco the dock 
strikes have tied up the cities, with no 
relief in sight. With the truckmen 
striking it is tough to get film for the 
few patrons that come to the theaters. 

In Ventura, Santa Monica and Long 
Beach the infantile paralysis scare has 
caused attendance to drop almost to the 
vanishing point. In other spots the film 
boycott is removing what little trade 
was left. 

Exhibitors do not look for any im- 
provement in theater business for at 
least several weeks and perhaps longer. 


To Exchange Censorship 
For Double Bill Ban 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., July 14-—Lo- 
cal groups asking screen censorship have 
agreed to co-operate with exhibitors in 
a film guidance council providing dou- 
ble features are completely eliminated 
from this territory. 

Rather than have actual censorship 
exhibitors have been working along lines 
of forming a film guidance council, 
banding together church, welfare and 
P.-T. A. groups which will judge films 
according to three classifications: Adult, 
young people and family. Exhibitors are 
to insert a code letter giving the classi- 
fication in their newspaper advertising. 
Leaders in the movement, however, 
realize that guidance work would be 
handicapped, if not nullified, if thea- 
ters use double bills, as films designated 
for one classification might be paired 
with another unfit for children. 

H. W. Ritchey, of Detroit, general 
manager of the Michigan Allied. follow- 
ing conferences with local groups, is 
working on a plan tc ban double fea- 
tyres here, asking producers to co-oper- 
ate in the problem. All local ex- 
hibitors, with the exception of three or 
four, are in favor of elimination of 
double features, it is reported. 


Expect 10,000,000 Followers; 
Producers in Frantic Cleanup 


Cardinal Hays lends weight to campaign—move esti- 
mated to cost producers at least $10,000,000—news- 
paper campaign chief reason for church success 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Instead of decreased pressure with the producers’ 
promises of a cleanup. the film boycott is gaining momentum and is not expected 
to lessen until the new product from Holly-vood proves itself to be without taint. 
Every Catholic diocese in the country has now asserted itself and it is she endeavor 
of the church to sign a minimum of 5,000,000 members under the Legion of 


Decency banner. 


In addition, practically all Protestant and Jewish denomina- 


tions have joined the move and expect to have as many sigyers as the Catholics. 


Heat, Not Boycott, 
Hurts Pittsburgh 


PITTSBURGH, July 14.—Joe Feldman, 
advertising chief for Warner Brothers in 
this territory, states that the weather is 
more to blame than the current church 
film boycott for the dip in neighborhood 
houses’ box-office receipts. “The last 
three weeks,” he says, “brought mid- 
summer heat that drove the trade from 
theaters, a majority of which operate 
without any cooling systems. Just bring 
cn cooler weather and drawing names 
and managers won’t know whether any 
film boycott has ever been declared.” 

He sees growing censor trouble, how- 
ever, due to this boycott. The censor 
board is running wild cutting scenes 
and barring decent films, knowing that 
managers won't argue with them at this 
particular time. 


Lincoln Has War Chest 
To Fight Bluenoses 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 14. — Sunday 
shows will come up at the August 14 
election after the filing of a petition 
last week with nearly 6,000 names, more 
than twice as many as needed for place- 
ment on the ballot. Petition was filed 
by E. S. Wolfenbarger. This is the fourth 
time the blue law Sunday has been at- 
tacked at the polls, the first time in 
1915 and the last in 1926. 

A big and determined campaign will 
be fought for this issue to carry by a 
war chest made up by business men. 
There’s a pretty large feeling that the 
bluenoses have had the chokehold too 
long. 


Fox Brooklyn Leased 


NEW YORK, July 14.—The Fox Brook- 
lyn, a 5,000-seater, has been leased for 
five years to the Fabian Enterprises. 
The house was built at a cost of $8,000,- 
000, and the rental for the five years 
will be $1,000,000. 


Musicians’. Union Asks Churches 


To Reconsider Boycott Action 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Believing that 
the church boycott of motion picture 
theaters will react directly against mu- 
sicians, Joseph N. Weber, president of 
the American Federation of Musicians, 
comes out with an appeal to call off the 
boycott. Weber feels that a protracted 
beyéott will set back recovery and injure 
employment opportunities, 

Weber, in his statement, says, in part: 

“T speak for a group of innocent by- 
standers who have often suffered much 
from ill-advised crusaders, altho I do 
not consider the present as such. Pro- 
fessional musicians have repeatedly been 
injured by moral drives which, no mat- 
ter how well meaning, accomplish little 
of lasting value. As far back as the 
Epanish-American War sumptuary legis- 
lation in th> form of Sunday closing of 
theaters, early night closing of places of 
amusement and similar activities was 
driving many workers out of employ- 


ment. These great publicity drives, 
which achieved such notable successes 
as the passage of prohibition, have con- 
tinued to play upon public emotions at 
intervals thruout the years, yet who 
would deny that in spite of them the 
world grows n*2 better? 

In th: case of motion pictures, now 
threatened with wholesale boycott, many 
workers will suffer. The churches do a 
vast deal of good in the world and the 
motives of church leaders are above 
question, but surely it may be hoped 
that they will consider the consequence 
seriously before becoming too drastic in 
the present situation. 

“In moral drives the danger always 
exists that they be overdone, with con- 
sequent reaction, and if this be the case 
in this instance, then insteac + + !ast- 
ing improvement in the m-::. cone of 
moving pictures we mar <cventually 
experience the direct oppcs.:..” 


The latest big name added to the 
Catholic list is that of Patrick Cardinal 
Hays, of New York, who yesterday made 
public a letter in which he comes out 
strongly against motion pictures as they 
now stand. He stated that time after 
time he has asked the producers to clean 
up and each time he has been rebuffed. 
Me looks upon the boycots as the cnly 
means to the end. 


He stated that his church is not op- 
posed to amusements, but he feels that 
pictures have overstepped the bounas of 
decency and it is hoped that the pro- 
ducers will correct it. He asked all priests 
in the diocese to read his letter from 
their puipits tomorrow. 


One of the amazing features of the boy- 
cott campaign is the amount of puh- 
licity given the move by daily papers 
thruout the country. It is doubtful if 
any similar move ever received the 
unanimous co-operation of the press as 
this boycott. It is considered very douht- 
ful if the boycott could have reached 
such broportions had not the papers 
planted themselves back of the move. 

In many instances it has been a Ruman 
holiday for unknown churchmen and 
publicity seekers to step into the lime- 
light and they have made the most of 
it. William Hearst, head of the Hearst 
chain of dailies, ‘s actively behind the 
campaign. Hearst, it is well known, owns 
the Metropolitan Productions, which 
stars Marion Davies. released thru Metro, 
and the Hearst-Metrotone Newsreel. It 
is difficult to understand his attitude 
in the boycott situation. 


Tt is estimated that the studios stand 
to lose as much as $10,000,000 hy the 
boycott. It has caused them to scrap 
many stories they have purchased at 
high prices and has caused a helt in pro- 
duction and at the same time the stars’ 
pav roll continues. It is also going to 
cost heavy to permit exhibitors te cancel 
pictures contracted for before July 15. 
Many of these pictures will run a year 
or more before the cancelation clause is 
worn out 


In film: circles the number of signers 
to the Legion of Decency is no criterion 
to the amount of damage the boycott will 
do. It is figured that not one in three of 
the signers are regular patrons of the 
picture theaters and that nct all of the 
signers will stay away from blacklisted 
films. 

Meetings in Philadelphia by theater 
owners show that there will be no whole- 
sale closing at the moment. Only those 
houses in communities overwhelmingly 
Catholic will lock the doors. The others 
will try to weather the storm, hoping 
that the new crop of pictures will cause 
the boycott to be lifted. 

Reports frorn key spots indicate that 
the boycott is not doing as much harm 
as expected This is due largely to the 
fact that most of the pictures on the 
blacklist have already been shown in key 
centers and the new picturer have not 
yet been listed by the churches. 


Ground for Divorce 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., July 14.—

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BLOCK BOOKING IS DOOMED 


Publicity Given 


‘to Compulsory 


Bulk Buying Will Have Effect 


Several bills ready to be presented when congress con- 
venes—some expect Hays to come to arbitrary agree- 
ment with exhibs but others expect long fight 


NEW YORK, July 14.—It is the consensus of opinion among exhibitors in this 
district that the boyeott of motion picture theaters is sure to end in the elimina- 


tion of block booking. 


It is pointed out that almost every story appearing in the 


daily press states that the theater owner is handcuffed by his inability to choose 


the pictures he wants. 


Many ‘indie exhibitors have taken up the matter cf block 


booking with their clergy, and it is a foregone conclusion that as scon es State 
Legislators and Congress meet block booking will go the way of all flesh. 


It is agreed that while the Hays group 
is willing to clean house as far as sala- 
cious pictures go, the¥ will make a de- 
cided stand against the abolition of buy- 
ing ‘n bulk. They will point out that 
this is the most economical means of sell- 
ing and buying. They are expected to call 
upon affiliated’ exhibitors to bear them 
out. It is expected that the independents 
almost to a man will register their com- 
plaint against the present means of 
handling sales. 


In almost every statement issued by 
churchmen, whether they be Catholic 
Protestant or Jew, they lay the blame for 
salacious pictures to block booking. The 
publicity given to compulsory block book- 
ing has brought the matter before the 
general public and the State and national 
legislators. 


There is a possibility, altho somewhat 
remote, that the Hays group may come 
to some arbitrary agreement with the 
theater owners regarding a means of buy- 
ing in smail grouns of 6 or 10, but in 
some quarters it is believed that nothing 
short of a congressional investigation will 
cause the majors to see the light. 


The pessimists point out that the Hays 


office did nothing about dirty films until 


actually forced to, even tho the agitation 
has been ‘growing for years. Observers 
cannot understand the nearsightedness 
on the part of the Hays’ office and its lack 
of knowledge of public opinion. 


Several Congressmen have announced 
their intention of bringing the matter of 
block booking before the House next ses- 
sion, and they are sure to have the back- 
ing of a majority of their collegues who 
see votes in such a move. 

It is agreed among exhibitors that if 
block booking is abolished a great many 
of the rotten pictures, or those lacking 
box-office appeal, will never get started 
and this will mean a break for the theater 
owners. It will mean that the number of 
pictures produced each year will be 1ina- 
teriaily reduced, but those that are made 
will be of such high caliber that the indie 
can make money. 


Court Makes Para 
Trustees Permanent 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Judge Coxe, 
under Section 77B of the new bank- 
ruptcy act, named Eugene Leake, 
Charles Richardson and Charles Hilles 
permanent trustees for Paramount- 
Publix over the protest of Samuel Zirn. 
The chief creditors of the organization 
recommended the appointment. 

It was reported that Paramount now 
has $15,000,000 cash in the banks, which 
compares with $6,000,000 in March, 
1933, when the company went into 
bankruptcy.

The schedule, which penalizes houses 
playing double features by withholding 
product 195 to 515 days after first-run 
houses for admissions ranging from 35 
to 10 cents, as against 45 to 365 days 
for single feature houses in the same 
price classifications over first runs 
charging 55 cents admissions, is still in 
the mill. 


Plans are being formulated for the 
organization of an association of inde- 
pendent exhibitors in Milwaukee Coun- 
ty regardless of affiliatons. Purther 
action will hinge upon the release of 
the clearance schedule in its fing] form. 


New Theater for Chi 


CHICAGO, July 14.—Plans have been 
completed for Warner Bros.’ new 1,400- 
seat Beverly Theater, to be erected on 
the far southwest side of the city, and 
construction will start almost imme- 
diately. It will be the first theater to 
be built in Chicago in several years, the 
last being the Southtown, in Englewood, 
erected in 1930. 


Albion, Pa., Theater Sold 


CHICAGO, July 14.—Albert Goldman, 
theater broker here, negotiated the sale 
of A. W. Gibbs’ Albion Theater, Albion, 
Pa., to James E. Gladfelter, of York, Pa., 
who will operate the house after making 
considerable improvements. 


To Expose Agencies 


HOLLYWOOD, July 14.—There is 
considerable quaking in bvuots here 
among certain producers who have 
just discovered that their activities 
in actors’ agencies have been under 
investigation. 

It has just been brought to fight 
that Scl Rosenblatt has had men at

Goldman Organizing 
Independent Chain 


PHILADELPHIA, July 14. — William 
Goldman, former general manager for 
the Warner theaters in this district, is 
forming a new independent company to 
create a chain of houses in Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey and Maryland. The 
number of houses has not yet been de- 
termined. The new organization will 
be known as William Goldman Theaters, 
Inc. 


Negotiations have already been started 
for first-run houses in downtown Philly 
and with these as the nucleus a large 
chain will be built. Goldman will have 
as his lieutenants men who worked for 
him under the Warner banner. 


It is not known who is furnishing the 
capital, but it is understood that it will 
be almost exclusively local financing. 

Goldman formerly operated his own 
chain in St. Louis and sold out to War- 
ners, who brought him east to look 
after the Philadelphia interests of the 
company. 


New Co-Op Buying Plan 


DETROIT, July 14.—Mid-States The- 
aters, Detroit exhibitor ‘ buying co- 
operative, reorganized this week as Co- 
Operative Theaters of Michigan, Inc. 
Outstanding change was made in the 
extension of the organization into the 
complete field of buying and booking. 
Hitherto it has booked pictures for 
members only, but hereafter it will do 
the buying for other theaters as well 
and will assume the financial responsi- 
bility for the films, making it a thoroly 
complete co-operative group. This new 
setup is believed to make it a unique 
structure in the film industry. 


Majors To Permit Canceling of 


Films Prior to July 15 Release 


NEW YORK, July 14.—The Hays or- 
ganization, in a statement issued 
Wednesday, states that exhibitors have 
the privilege of canceling any picture 
they deem unsuited to their neighbor- 
hood prior to the July 15 release date. 
After this day all films will bear the 
imprint of the Production Code Admin- 
istration, which pledges the cleanliness 
of the production. 

Few pictures are nationally released 
on their release date. In many instances 
pictures are not shown for 30 days after 
the date of release. This gives the ex- 
hibitors a break and in some cases they 
will be able to cancel three or four that 
would harm their houses. 

The companies whose product may be 
canceled are Columbia, Educational, 
First National, Fox, Metro, Paramount, 
RKO-Radio, United Artists, Universal 
and Warner Bros. 

It is considered likely that every ex- 
hibitor will take advantage of the op- 
portunity of cancellation, and many of 
the films now ready for release will be 
practically a total loss as far as the 
indies are concerned. Affiliated houses, 
however, will in all probability not take 
advantage of canceling. 


The statement shows the frame of 
mind of the major producers. They are 
frightened by the boycott and its after- 
math, and are ready to make conces- 
sions to halt or modify it. This move, 
according to observers, will have a great 
deal of effect on the attitude of exhibs 
to the producers, who will pass along 
the word to the churches. 

After July 15 the new seal takes ef- 
fect. Every production will be given 
the once over by Joe Breen, and if it is at 
all shady the seal will be withheld and 
the picture ordered back to the laundry 
for cleansing. 

The industry will watch with interest 
the censoring of Breen, and whether or 
not the producers will take exception to 
some of the cuts he will no doubt order, 
It is, according to insiders, a severe test 
on the standing of Hays in his organ- 
ization. 

It is expected, however, that with the 
producers in their present frame of 
mind they will be willing to let any- 
one take the rap of any picture that 
might pass Breen and be condemned 
by the churches. 


Churches Plan To 
Exhibit Pictures 


NEW YORK, July 14.—A project is be- 
ing considered by Rev. Dr. Worth M. 
Tippy, head of the department of 
church and social service of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, for the showing of films in 
churches. Dr. Tippy’s plan calls for 
Sunday showings of such pictures as 
Little Women, I Am a Fugitive and 
Maedchen in Uniform. The move would 
embrace from 5,000 to 10,000 churches 
scattered thruout the country. It 
would, if it were possible to carry it 
out, hit every exhibitor a blow below 
the belt. 


There is only one flaw to Dr. Tippy’s 
idea and that is, “Where would he ob- 
tain film?” He evidently does not know 
that the churches showing film would 
constitute unfair competition under the 
code and the government agencies 
would put a stop to it. 


Exhibitors are alarmed at what move 
the churches might take if the future. 
Many wild suggestions are coming in 
from various churches, many of which 
would wreck the picture business. The 
churches feel that they have a great 
weappn in the boycott and are going to 
use it to the limit. 


In one church near Philadelphia 
Sunday shows are being filmed, but no 
complaint has yet been made by the 
exhibitors. This church even showed a 
film that appears on its own 


Censors Ban “Dr. Monica” 


And “Of Human Bondage” 


PITTSBURGH, July 14.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Board of Censors changed its 
mind again about. Kay Francis’ Dr. 
Monica. First banned and then passed 
after some minor cutting, the censors 
shelved the film once more in its en- 
tirety. 

At the same time it announces the 
shelving of RKO’s Of Human Bondage 
for an indefinite period. An attempt 
to eliminate certain scenes will be made 
at first, but if in the mind of the 
board the movie will still be objection- 
able, Pennsylvania will have to do with- 
out it. 


Madison Asks City for 
License Fee Reduction 


MADISON, Wis., July 14—A petition 
asking a reduction in theater licenses 
has been referred to the common coun- 
cil here by local theater operators. Ex- 
hibitors contend that business has de- 
clined, admission prices have been re- 
duced and since the present ordinance 
was passed the seating capacity here 
has Been practically doubled. 

Under the present ordinance theaters 
are licensed according to seating ca- 
pacity, with the larger houses paying a 
fee of approximately $300. 


Learn About Headaches 


NEW ORLEANS, July 14.— Believing 
that the commercial houses were neg- 


lecting the lovers of better films, a com- : 


mittee of uplifters engaged the court- 
yard of the Old Beauregard Home, se- 
cured the Zoo in Budapest as a starter 
and advertised nine other films fit to 
witness at 10 cents for children and 20 
cents for adults to follow at regular 
intervals. All went well till the projec- 
tionists’ union demanded two men in 
the booth, the city authorities wanted a 
license and the Charity Hospital de- 
manded its share. The idea has been 
abandoned. 


House Front Blasted 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 14.—Many win- , 


dows in near-by buildings were shat- 
tered when a bomb was tossed at the 
front of the Cozy Theater, a neighbor- 
hood house, this week. It was a 2:30 
a.m. job and no clues were dropped.

$4,500,000. Judge Julian Mack granted 
10 days to the bidders and bondholders’ 
committee to get together and come to 
a decision. 


Judge Mack, at the request of stock- 
holders, extended the receivership of 
Fox Met from August 15 to October 15, 
by which time he expects some disposi- 
tion to be made of the property. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the bondholders will agree to accept the 
latest offer, for there are no other in- 
terests in sight who can top this bid.

Oklahoma Seeks New 
Censorship Lineup - 


OKLAHOMA CITY, July 14.—A board 
of new censors to preview pictures ap- 
peared likely to be formed here at an 
early date. District Manager Pat McGee, 
of Warner-Publix Theaters, known here 
as Standard Theaters Company, has 
been conferring with Bishop Francis C. 
Kelly, of Oklahoma City and Tulsa dio- 
cese, about forming a new censor board. 
However, nothing definite about a new 
censor board has yet taken place. 


The Catholic “clean film” drive has, 
as in other cities, cut into grosses con- 
siderably, but with a censor board to 
preview pictures .it is believed that the 
theaters will get in a strong wedge and 
attendance will not suffer from this 
campaign as much as in some of the 
other cities. It is a good move on the 
part of District Manager McGee, exhibi- 
tors say. 


Arbitration Clause 
Nullifies Contract 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 14—The State 
Supreme Court, in a recent ruling, held 
that contracts between distributors and 
theater owners containing aribtration 
clauses violate policy of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Fox Film was trying to 
collect $2,079 from A. B. Muller, man- 
ager Rex Theater, Maple Lake, Minn. 
United Artists wanted $250 from W. M. 
Miller, manager Leb Theater, Cloquet. 
Operators had refused certain films. 


Justice Charles Loring asserted arbi- 
tration feature of present contracts to 
be “strongest kind of coercion.” Al 
Steffes. president of Allied Theaters of 
the Northwest, said that there are at 
least 2,000 film contracts in the North- 
west in which arbitration clauses are 
involved. 


Court threw out the contracts and 
denied even the transportation charges 
on rejected productions. 


Screeno on Way Out 


CHICAGO, July 14. — Cases against 
“Screeno” predominated the meeting of 
the Grievance Board of the local Code 
Authority this week, with 11 of the 13 
complaints on the docket being on this 
subject. In all instances those running 
Screeno were ordered to cease, as it was 
a lottery and a direct violation of the 
code. It is expected that Screeno will 
be entirely eliminated in this territory 
within a short time, as many theaters 
are filing complaints against other 
houses in neighborhoods that cannot 
even be classed as their competition in 
order to clear up the situation. 


Getting Somewhere 


The Hays organization has just granted exhibitors 
permission to ,cancel any pictures contracted before Juiy 
15, providing the pictures canceled are considered by the 
exhibitor to be of a type that might tend to offend his 
patrons. Had the Hays office had enough intelligence to 
do this very thing a few years ago it would not now find 


itself in such a pitiful state. 


Undoubtedly this move will save many exhibitors 
from being forced to close their doors and will to some 
degree relieve the boycott pressure. It is merely an appli- 
cation of common sense that has been too obvious to be 
recognized by the majors. Had it been applied even a year 
ago millions of dollars would have been saved and the 
prospect of governmental supervision averted. 


No longer will the producer be able to say that block 
booking cannot be abandoned, for the right to un- 
limited cancellation will have proved that it is the oniy 
means by which a theater owner can best serve his com- 
munity. Exhibitors will point out that the producers lost 
nothing by granting cancellation and the producers will 


be stuck for an answer. 


If the producers are smart they will continue to give 
the exhibitor the right to unlimited cancellation. If the 
pictures of the future are to be as clean as Will Hays says, 
then the exhibitor will have no occasion to exercise this 
privilege, but it will give him a sense of security that is 


now lacking. 


We do not know whether or not the producers realize 
that block booking is coming up before Congress for a thoro 
airing and when that time comes there is going to be a 
radical change in the method of selling films. If they are 
willing to acknowledge this there is only one way it can 
be avoided, and that is thru giving the exhibitor the right 
to cancel any picture he feels is unfit for his audience. 


The only reason the churches are opposed to block 
booking is because it forces the theater owner to play dirty 


pictures in order to get the clean ones. 


Eliminate this 


complaint thru uniimited cancellation and the producers 
can rest assured that the privilege will not be abused. 


Heretofore the majors have been so smug in their 
false sense of security, they were invulnerable to sugges- 
tions. The latest blow may have jarred them cut of their 
state of supreme importance and perhaps they are in a 
frame of mind to see the light. Let them ask any group 
of independent exhibitors if unlimited cancellation rights 
wotld not be as acceptable as the abolition of block book- 
ing and our guess is that the exhibitors would agree to 


play ball. 


If such an agreement can be reached, it will/ mean 
that the film salesmen will not be forced to sell pictures 
individually, which is costly, and at the same time it will 
give the exhibitor every reason to feel protected. 

There is no need for the majors to fear such an ar- 
rangement. for with films as clean as Joe Breen expects to 


make them there wil] be no dirt, therefore no. cancella- 
It is worth serious consideration.

A light comedy developed around the 
infatuations of three women for an im- 
pressionable young man... Using the 
popular old boudoir satire, Claude 
Binyon and Frank Butler have written 
a few new angles that will make this a 
pleasing program picture capable of 
pleasing in the average house, but not 
at all good screen fare for children. 

Cary Grant plays the role of the 
handsome young man in a highly ac- 
ceptable manner.

The title of this film should put it 
on the right side with the churches.

A 
great story, and what’s more outstand- 
ing acting on the part of Walter Con- 
nolly, who shares feature billing with 
Doris Kenyon and Robert Young. 

Connolly gives a masterful perform- 
ance, providing excellent characteriza- 
tions and handling lines superbly. He 
has the run of the film.

Based on the theory that women play 
an important part in the success of any 
husband and that only thru the help- 
ful co-operation of a wife are a lot of 
men made successful, this picture turns 
out to be a fizzle and warrants only 
program rating. 

George S. Kaufman and Marc Con- 
nelly conceived the idea for the screen 
story and Paramount thought well 
enough of it to use it for George Ban- 
croft’s first picture in months.

The Turkish 
officer is finally tricked into proof of 
his guilt after Miss Loy nobly chooses 
duty before love. And then she thinks 
that the lad has been Killed, and in an 
unnecessary and unbelievably sappy ad- 
denda, goes crazy, doing an Ophelia all 
over the Turkish headquarters. There’s 
a last scene showing her recovered in 
a nunnery, and Brent driving up to 
grab her in his manly arms, after he’s 
looked for her all over the world. 


If the character of the spy had been 
kept anything like believable—if she 
hadn’t gone balmily romantic and too 
good to be true—the excellent hoke 
standard set at the beginning might 
have been kept up. Also helping toward 
that would have been to keep the Amer- 
ican breezy, but not a boor. As it stands, 
it’s Just a programer. 

Miss Loy acts like an ingenue pre- 
tending not very hard to be a spy. Brent 
is amusing as he can be with some of 
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the later lines. Lionel Atwill is properly 
menacing as the head of the German 
secret service, and Leo G. Carroll does 
a grand bit as a spy who's killed after 
the first few minutes of the running 
time.

Beautiful and dynamic Jean Harlow is 
even more beautiful in this 100 per cent 
original screen yarn by Anita Loos and 
John Emerson. Plenty of cutting will 
be necessary where censorship is strict, 
for the whole picture abounds with at- 
tempted seductions. 

It’s a queer story about a girl who 
decides to leave home because her moth- 
er and stepfather run a questionable 
beer parlor. Miss Harlow teams up with 
Patsy Kelly and the two hit the big city 
determined to make good and still keep 
clean. Miss Kelly casts seductive eyes 
on every male she meets, and Miss 
Harlow, while determined to marry a 
rich old bird and settle down to a fancy 
life, declares she'll play plenty but just 
so far, for she must keep clean. The 
clean angle is stressed in several spots 
where it could just as well have been 
left out, especially when Miss Harlow 
says it in such a trollop manner. 

The two obtain employment in the 
chorus and are assigned to do a little 
entertaining at a private party. At the 
party Miss Harlow sets her cap for 
Lionel Barrymore, a rich business man. 
She finally follows him to Palm Beach 
to be close by, and there she meets 
Franchot Tone, his son. A romance de- 
velops between them until the father, 
Getermired to cure his son of this type 
of woman, leaves them alone in his bed- 
room and Tone attempts to seduce her. 
The scene is drawn out considerably and 
we'll let you decide for yourself whether 
or not you can get by with it without a 
lot of complaints. 

The narrative ends happily, with Tone 
marrying the girl. 

Tone is excellent as the wealthy play- 
boy, and Patsy Kelly is a riot.

A sincere effort on the part of Larry 
Darmour and Majestic pictures goes 
slightly astray in their attempt to re- 
picture the immortal classic by Nathan- 
iel Hawthorne.

Little Cora Sue Col- 
lins is the one responsible for the letter 
being placed on Miss Moore, and as the 
youngster always asking “Who made 
me,” “Why this,” etc., she is passable. 

Majestic could have made a much 
better picture by using modern dialog 
instead of insisting that the cast speak 
the silly lither of years gone past, and 
the “sayest thou,” etc., get frightfully 
boring before the end. 

Virginia Howell plays the role of the 
widow Crackstone in an ex-Minsky 
manner, with entirely too much “feel- 
ing” injected into the part. Henry B. 
Walthall is the vindictive husband, 
thought dead, who returns to wreak his 
vengeance upon the wearer of the letter. 

In the neighborhoods and small towns 
this picture might please, but it is not 
at all screen material for the de luxers 
and week stands. Children won't care 
for it, for it is far beyond them.

Artists’ Association filed complagnts 
early this week with the National Bur- 
lesque Association of America. The 
complaints allege violations of the code 
and the basic agreemert between the 
two organizations. William Farnsworth. 
deputy administrator of the NRA, will 
receive a copy of the complaints on 
Monday. I. H. Herk, president of the 
NBAA, informed the BAA that the mat- 
ter will be taken up at the code author- 
ity meeting to be held Monday in 
Washington. 


The complaints take in every theater 
in town with the exception of Abe 
Minsky’s Gotham Among the code 
clauses which the BAA claims are not 
being observed are one day off in 14 
for chorus girls, discharging performers 
without notice, calling traveling com- 
panies stock troupes, sleeping-car ac- 
commodations when traveling by night 
and doubling cHorus girls into principal 
parts. 

Alleged violations of the basic agree- 
ment include hiring vaude acts without 
BAA cards, that pay day is three days 
after salary is due and that performers 
can draw up to half their salary at 
finish of the week and that performers 
are to be engaged with the knowledge 
that they have paid-up cards with the 
BAA.

Barnum & Bailey Circus and continued in the same pogition with the 
later combined Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Circus, in all upward 
of 35 years. Earlier in his career he was with other shows, among them 
Adam Forepaugh Circus, 1892-'95, as treasurer, and Buffalo Bill Wild West, 
also as treasurer. His father, the late Calvin A. Hutchinson, held execu- 
tive positions with the old Cooper & Bailey Circus, Sanger’s Royal British 
Menagerie and other outdoor shows. His mother was a sister of Mrs. 


James A. Bailey. 


Mr. Hutchinson was a show executive who corcentrated his interest 
and efforts to the duties of the-department of the Big Show with which 


he was associated, the office. 


He probably never saw a complete per- 


formance program of the shows he was connected with. Except in line 
of his duties he seldom was seen about the lot, the ticket wagon his forte. 
His intimate friends were legion, to many of whom he was familiarly 


known as “Hutch.” 


Funeral services and interment were conducted July 14 in New York 
City, details of which appear in the circus section of this issue. 

Mr. Hutchinson is survived by his widow, Tillie Patterson Hutchin- 
son; a daughter, Anna Louise; three sons. Charles M., Harry B. and Fred 
B., and a brother, Fred Bailey Hutchinson, ex-circus owner, of Parkers- 
burg, W. Va.

E.H. Bostock, Pioneer Animal Man, 


Impressed on First Visit Here 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Great Britain’s 
oldest circus and menagerie proprietor 
has come and gone. He is, of course, 
E. H. Bostock, who, after making his 
first visit to this country (“before it is 
too late, because I am bordering on my 
76th year’), sailed for home on the 
Majestic last Friday. Follows below his 
impressions of America: 


Arrived in New York May 11 and was 
met by relatives. Saw principal sights 
here, including the Bronx Zoo, Museum 
of Natural History, Empire State Build- 
ing, several of the best picture houses 
and theaters, a look around Coney Is- 
land, Atlantic City and Wildwood. At- 
tended the Ringling-Barnum Circus the 
day after arrival, at Brooklyn. “It is a 
truly wonderful show, with everything 
of a very high order, but far too stu- 
pendous for my own ccuntry, but we 
were very much delighted with it.” 


Entrained for Nashua, N. H., to his 
old friend, John T. Benson, who had 
visited hm abroad on two occasions, 
Nothing but praise for Benson’s Farm. 
“While with him I had the pleasure of 
seeing one of his consignments arrive 
from East Africa, including three young 
giraffes, two baby African elephants, two 
young double-horned rhinos and a lot 
more other stock.” Benson took him to 
Boston twice. Missed zoos in Montreal 
and Ottawa because they do not main- 
tain any. Saw a small but interesting 
zoo in Toronto. From there to Niagara 
Falls, “a wonderful sight, but, of course, 
it does not equal the Victoria Falls over 
the Zambesi in Rhodesia.” Then to zoos 
in Buffalo, Toledo, Detroit, Columbus, 
Cincinnati—“where they have a fine zoo 
and a splendid amusement park, Coney 


Island, the finest place of its kind I 
ehave seen in the States.” From Cin- 
cinnati the itinerary led to Indianapolis, 
St. Louis, Chicago and the World’s Fair 


—‘“which is the most interesting exhibi- 
tion I have seen, and I have visited 


world’s fairs at Paris, Brussels, Antwerp ° 


and elsewhere.” From Chicago to White- 
hall, Mich., .where Mr. Bostock has a 
niece, then to Grand Rapids and De- 
troit and the lake steamer to Cleveland. 
On to Pittsburgh and McKeesport, back 
to New York, to Boston again, to see 
Hagenbeck-Wallace and “the great Clyde 
Beatty.” Saw Downie Bros. at Westerly, 
R. I. Went to Washington, Philadelphia, 
Valley Forge and parts of Rhode Island. 


“My visit to America has been a most 
educational and enjoyable one. We have 
received the greatest hospitality and 
kindness everywhere. I am pleased to 
know that my late brother, Frank C. 
Bostock, known as the Animal King and 
who was undoubtedly the greatest 
showman Britain has ever produced, is 
well remembered in this country, espe- 
cially his appearance in a cage with 27 
lions 30 years ago—a sight to be remem- 
bered! He was eight years my junior 
and was, in fact, my pupil for two years, 
but unfortunately joined the mafority 
21 years ago. Capt. Jack Bonavita, also 
a member of my late brother’s company, 
will also be remembered.” 

Mr. Bostock also spoke about the 
modern travel and hotel facilities of- 
fered in this country, the food, signs of 
progress and the apparent absence of 
depressing conditions. But the intense 
heat got him, having encountered two 
separate heat waves while here.

funeral services, which were held at 2 
o’clock today from the Devlin Funeral 
Parlor, 404 West 5lst street. with in- 
terment in the Bailey plot in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. His mother was a sister of the 
late Mrs. James A. Bailey, wife of 
Barnum’s partner. 


Flowers and condolences were received 
from all parts of the country. Anna 
Louise Hutchinson, his daughter, R-B 
equestrienne, left the show and arrived 
early in the week. She was at the bed- 
side of her father when the end came 
shortly after noon. He died in his sleep. 

Mr. Hutchinson’s death occupied fea- 
ture length and position in local dailies. 
News services sent it thruout the globe, 
foreign angle being that he had toured 
Europe with the Buffalo Bill Wild West 
and with Barnum & Bailey.

NEW YORK, July 14.—The death of 
Charles R. Hutchinson was a shock to 
all of us. One can hardly believe that he 
is off the lot for good. He was the 
kind of man one never forgets—so kind, 
sympathetic, so human; never talkative, 
yet whatever he said was a boost for a 
friend. And we imagine when the 
lexicographers coined that word “friend” 
they had Charley Hutchinson in mind— 
he was the complete exemplification of 
that word. He loved domestic life de- 
spite his nomadic career. His children 
held him in highest esteem—he loved 
them dearly. Charley Hutchinson loved 
his work .and prided himself on having 
a system unequaled by any other. Me- 
thodical, orderly, organized. He lived as 
he worked. He had a host of friends in 
the CSSCA and the CFA and in all of 
the other show fraternities, all of whom 
did him honor as he lay in death last 
week. The Home for Old Troupers was 
of keen interest to him, and not so long 
ago, while talking with a member of 
the club, he remarked, laughingly, “Per- 
haps I'll be the first one there.” Now 
that he is in heaven, we sincerely hope 
God will assign him to a starback seat 
where he can look down and see a com- 
plete show from beginning to end. That 
was his longing when breath still pos- 
sessed him; now, in death, may his wish 
be granted. In his death the »CSSCA 
loses a loyal supporter, a dear ‘friend.

Duty is not 
to be considered unless you sell your 
exhibit in Canada, in which case pur- 
chaser pays the duty. Just consider it 
is as easy as going to Pittsburgh. 
Toronto is in the Province of Ontario, 
which is English. Only Province of 
Quebec is French. So remember, it is 
Toronto and not Montreal. 

Luna Park, Coney Island, is running 
without a gate admission. The first 
time in its long history. The 20 cents 
on the gate the last few years was a 
handicap the present habitues of Coney 
Island would not meet. A family would 
go into a huddle on what they could 
do on the outside with the gate admis- 
sion and the outside very frequently 
won after an unusual free ballyhoo was 
enjoyed. You just have to give plenty 
for the money these days or an entirely 
new attraction that satisfies.

Our Coney Island pilgrimage started. 


innocently enough in the office of Bert 
Nevins. Nevins is one of Broadway’s 
more inventive press agents. Coney 
Islanders will remember this diminutive 
dynamo as Luna Park’s wonder shouter 
last year. 


There were six in party, Nevins, Mr. 
and Mrs. Kip Ross, Jimmy Street, Terry 
Donoghue and your correspondent. Ross 
is Street’s cameraman on The New York 
American. Street, the Mississippi marvel 
and able yarner, is doing a series for his 
paper, in which the idea is to write 
about occupations he adopts during the 
day’s grind. Ross, an artistic photog- 
rapher with a candid camera and re- 
cently of Hollywcod’s film fortress, il- 
lustrates Street’s stories. Donoghue is 
a veteran newspaperman, late of The 
Journal, and conducts the Moulin Rouge 
night spot in Rockaway Beach. Mrs. 
Ross is just Kip’s missus. Traube is— 
well, now that the introductions are 
over, let’s get started on the journey. 


The cab (aristocrats) entered Coney 
by way of Brighton and stopped in front 
of S. B. Weisberger’s Orient. It was still

While at Rosen’s we were informed 
that Lois’ Whiteside, she of the winning 
smile, will switch from the bally to do 
her trapeze act on the inside. Nevins 
saw Gus Birch’s lung tester but was 
afraid to take a shot at it, so we showed 
how it should be done by making the 
elusive liquid rise to the 350 mark. This 
built up confidence in that modest p. 4., 
for he stepped right in to do 370. 


While the boys were busy setting the 
next stunt we wandered over to Rapp’s 
shooting gallery, where Dave Rapp is 
still as jolly as ever after 25 years on 
the Island, two of them as a rifle-range 
impresario. His assistant is Johnny 
King, a hustling lad. 


Gorilla Ville was the next port of 
call. Manager Roy Whitworth, Emsee 
Charlie Dodson, Treasurer E. C. Hunt- 
ington and Talker Stanley Dettelback 
greeted the sextet profusely. Street 
posed with a chimpanzee because he 
and the gorillas do not get along with 
each other. This was preceded by a 
remarkable exhibition of “barking” by 
Donoghue, who as a soldier of fortune 
has done a bit of that stuff. Donoghue 
brought a big crowd to the scene, which 
caused Raymond Wagner, of World Cir- 
cus, to skip over from across the street 
to see what it was all about. You might 
be interested to learn that under Hunt- 


ington’s direction Gorilla Villa has 
stepped up its receipts about 25 per cent 
and also that the outfit has been booked 
by Rubin & Cherry Shows for the 
Canadian National Exhibition in To- 
ronto. Villa is running on a more 
consistent schedule than heretofore. 


It was time for a bite and a thirst 
quencher. Child’s Restaurant across the 
street took care of that. 


We were all set to occupy Sindell’s 
Park Circus Side Show, but Manager 
Sindell was away and the jury left in 
charge could not reach a verdict. There- 
fore a few paces down Surf avenue 
brought us to Luna Park’s front and 
Jean Prevoir’s guessing scales. Miss 
Prevoir kindly .consented to be the 
guessing object for the Street-Ross 
combo. While that was going on Messrs. 
Nevins, Donoghue and yours affection- 
ately walked down the Luna midway to 
be met by Salvatore Merando, refresh- 
ment manager and continental stalwart, 
at his Willow Grove beer garden and 
free-dance mecca. Bill Lombard, man- 
ager of the tankatorium. came along 
and greetings were exchanged. While 
the madcap Hearst fellows are still 
working at the scales, we may as well 
put down some Luna facts. Bill Larkin 
is coming back with his 13 Spook Street, 
skee-roll alleys have been set in, Ralph 
Young has increased his batting average 
with his sportland and Bob Kirshman 
with his shooting gallery. 


We went across the street again and 
invaded World Circus Side Show. Mil- 
dred Pennington, of the Ethel Morey 
Hawaiian Show, was brought out to the 
outside grind stage and Street presented 
her as Ross made pictures from several 
angles. Street then was handed an ex- 
aggerated baton and was caught point- 
ing to the banner showing Jolly Irene, 
the fat girl.

I don’t know whether it was this 
ccolumn’s article some time ago on log 
rolling, but New York pool owners cer- 
tainly have gone daffy over that unique 
Northwestern event as a tank attraction. 
More than likely it was just that oper- 
ators of natatoriums have at last realized 
that they have to offer something more 
to their patrons than continual swim 
races. At any rate, I'm tickled silly to 
see some members of the pool industry 
waking up at last. 


Log rolling was introduced at Jones 
Beach, Long Island. Then Joe Church put 
on a series of exhibitions at his Farragus 
Pool, Brooklyn, week of July 4. Following 
that Manhattan Beach announced its 
log-rolling event and Van Cortland- 
Olympia tank, in uptown Manhattan, 
staged its own series of log rolling and 
last week-end the Prospect Pool, in the 
Bronx, offered the same. 


Joe Church at Farragut was the only 
one, however, to show good judgment in 
selecting a perfect week for the offering 
and engaged an outside publicity or- 
ganization to exploit the event. When 
Harry Geist put on his attraction at the 
Prospect he neglected to do any pub- 
licity, with the result that he drew no 
additional business. The other tanks 
displayed a so-so attitude on the log 
rolling. In other words, they paid the log 
rollers their fee—in some cases mighty 
high—but they went to no great pains in 
publicizing the attraction. 

Now that log rolling has had its fling 
in New York, at any rate as a swim pool 
feature, can anyone suggest a new event; 
that is. something different that has 
never been tried before in tanks? C’mon 
boys, send in your ideas. 


Much space has been devoted here to 
the subject of shirtless swimming for 
men. In New York City, you'll rocall, 
it was reported that The New York Daily 
Mirror was running a allot poll on the 
controversial question of the alleged im- 
morality of shirtless swimming. Wish to 
cerrect an erroneous statement made in 
this column last week to the effect that 
The Mirror had concluded its series. 
When this week’s column went to press 
the tab was still printing stories on shirt- 
less swimming and carrying on its vot- 
ing among readers, even tho city au- 
thorities had already stamped an official 
okeh on that type of bathing. From New 
Orleans comes a report that if a man 
wants to parade his manly form sans jer- 
sey it’s all right with the management at 
Pontchartrain Beach, according to the 
edict set down by Harry J. Batt, manag- 
ing director there. “Trunks all by them- 
selves for men will be permitted this 
season at the lake-front resort,” Batt 
said. “We have had hundreds of inquiries 
on this since the beach opened and we 
have ruled in accordance with the prac- 
tices at Atlantic City, Galveston and other 
big resorts.” What are some of the other 
pool and beach reactions to this shirtless 
swimming business? 


Wilbur 8. Mayers, of 243 Watson avenue, 
Fairmont, W. Va., writes again, in part: 
“I appreciate the fact that the discussion 
of pool sanitation is somewhat out of 
place in The Billboard, yet it is a ques- 
tion which must be carefully considered 
by every pool manager. 

“Those indoor pools in the Shoreham 
and Ambassador hotels and some of the 
outdoor ones certainly look enticing and 
are perhaps as safe as they can be made. 
There are others, however, which do not 
look so good, notably the smaller play- 
ground pools. These usually have hare 
concrete walls, are without (Altering 
equipment and depend upon casual 
emptying and refilling with occasional 
attempts at chlorination. Coming back 
home from Washington, where I made the 
observations, I learned of several cases 
of infection from our local YMCA indoor 
pool, but none from the near-by river 
beach which is used by hundreds of per- 
sons. I don’t believe that any system

of water purification can equal the seJcc- 
tion of a safe natural body of water with 
constant mechanical renewal so that the 
water is completely changed every hour 
or two. There are, of course, ccrtain parts 
of rivers which are unsuitable for bath- 
ing. These are gradually becoming 
purified due to the present-day enforce- 
ment of State laws against dumping 
sewerage and other polluting matter into 
them. But I believe that a good open 
bathing beach would be improved by con- 
stantly circulating the water by mechani- 
cal means.”

Congrats to Art Goodfeilow, 
publicist of the twin Cascades tanks, 
New York City, for being on his toes and 
making that swell tieup with the city- 
wide Learn To Swim campaign which 
resulted in his pool interests getting 
swell picture breaks in all the papers. 
—— Also in reply to a few requests, let 
it be hereby stated that the Audubon 
outdoor pool in Manhattan is not open 
this summer because of board of health 
trouble, . . . Did you know that Frank 
Fleischer, formerly associated with tho 
Riverside Cascades Pool, is the new man- 
ager of the Sunnyside Pool, Long Island? 
And please don't forget to shoot in 
your views on at least one of the three 
subjects discussed above!

crowds, then perhaps the midway will 
get a fair play during the remainder of 
the season. But that is not likely. And 
without such crowds the boys on the 
midway cannot possibly as much as break 
even. 

Let’s take a frank look at this midway 
busihess, throwing all sentiment aside 
and facing the matter squarely (the 
writer will probably be damued for what 
he’s going to say by both showmen and 
fair officials). First, the location is all 
wrong, a fact generally admitted from 
the start. If, as many claim, the fair 
officials deliberately “buried” the midway 
they deserve severest censure, for’ they 
are exacting a heavy toll from the show- 
men. On the other hand, competent 
showmen said from the beginning that 
the island location would be a dud, so 
those who moved in regardless will have 
to charge up their loss to bad judgment. 
But, even tho they showed bad judgment 
in locating on the island hideaway, the 
showmen are entitled to some considera- 
tion from the fair. Instead they claim 
they have been hampered at every turn. 
This claim has come not only from the 
little fellows, but from some of the big- 


‘gest, both on the midway proper and on 


the mainland, but of course they do not 
wish to be quoted. 


Now 2s to what the midway has to 
offer. Most of the attractions are such as 
can be seen on any sizable carnival and 
in amusement parks thruout the country, 
They are all right in their way, but they 
offer nothing new, novel or unique. There 
are two exceptions, Frank Buck’s Zoo 
and Harry Hargrave’s new Rocket ride. 
The latter is not yet open as this is 
written and whether it will prove a suc- 
cess remains to be seen. Buck’s Zoo has 
been criticized and sneered at by many 
of the showmen, but the fact remains it 
has pleased and entertained those who 
have visited it. 


No Super Attraction 


For the rest, there are the Ferris 
Wheels, Catapult, Motordrome, Merry- 
Go-Round and Freak Animal Show, all 
carnival attractions familiar the country 
over, and the Bug ride, Devil’s Playground, 
Coaster, Dodgem, Swanee River Boys and 
shooting gallery, all or nearly all stand- 
ard park attractions. These constitute 
the greater part of the midway and, 
candidly, they are not of themselves suf- 
ficiently strong attractions to pull the 
crowd to the midway. If there were some 
super attraction perhaps the public 
would find the midway, then all of the 
attracticns would get a play. But there 
is no super attraction and it seems un- 
likely there will be one. A brilliantly 
Yignted arcade of games and small 
meritorious attractions running from the 
vicin't, of 12th street across the bridge 
to tls entrance of the midway might 
so've the problem at least partially, but 
tt is out of the question. The fair had 
a sad experience iast year with gamesters 
who persisted in cheating and so killed 
their own chances an¢ ‘hese of the 
square-shosters as well Hola; boxing 
Youts in the House of Chaps oow 
facetiously referred tc as she ‘“Hovs: 2 
Chumps,” flivvered miserably. 2? tous 
other stunts designed to draw the sudlic 
to the hideaway flopped. Others are now 
being framed but chances are they wil! 
be of little benefit. 


Faith Bacon was to have opened at 
Hawaii for Dufour & Rogers last Satur- 
day, but because of a contractual mixup 
she failed to appear and is now appear- 
ing at Hollywood. Replacing Miss Bacon 
is Fifi D’Arline, doing a dance specialty 
billed as “The Maid, the Mask and the 
Muff” that is as sensational as anything 
to be found at the fair and also her Paris 
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version of the fan dance. Princess Ahi, 
exotic dancer who has been making the 
“Sacrifice to Pele” each night, disap- 
peared last Friday and was next heard of 
when she appeared at Clark and Ran- 
dolph streets Monday morning clad only 
in a diaphanous pink slip and house 
slippers and taiking incoherentiy. She's 
back at Hawaii now, after having 
splashed all over the dailies -— Frank 
Shean, Hawaii’s publicity man, just 
can't understand how the stories got in 
the papers, but he can’t do anything 
about it now!

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 14.—In this 
enlightened day and age, when moral- 
ists, reformers and clergymen in general 
are finding fault with the decency and 
wholesomeness of some amusement out- 
put, it comes like a breath of air on a 
hot day to read of a clergyman actually 
defending the carnival and its use in 
raising money for religious purposes. 

It all started this way: A Baltimore 
minister took occasion to criticize car- 
Nivals and bazaars and like money- 
getting means as, among other things, 
“contrary to the faith” during the 58th 
ennual convention of the Eastern Dis- 
trict Synod recently at Buffalo. Clergy- 
men, including Rev. Herbert T. Plehn, 
of Rochester, and Rev. Albert E. Dall- 
man, of Buffalo, defended and opposed 
his contention so well that nothing was 
done about the matter. 


While we are discussing this matter 
of morals, so-called, it is well to note 
the increasing numbers of carnivals 
conducted under church auspices. In 
our home town during the past year 
the carnival form of entertainment and 
fund raising has been exceedingly popu- 
lar with church groups. Doubtless the 
same has been experienced in other 
places. . 


It is our opinion that the carnival 
owner ought to make hay now. So long 
as a barrage of criticism is being 
poured against other branches of the 
amusement industry it is now a good 
time to take up all church auspices 
available and play them. Ultimately it 
will tend to raise the level of the busi- 
ness, resulting in valuable benefits to 
all shows. 


Good towns to show in are usually 
places of broad-minded people with 
tolerant attitudes. Other places are 
usually apt to have a network of local 
ordinances which compels the stranger 
to fit the local mold. Among others, we 
find as a matter of legal record laws in 
New Britain, Conn., forbidding the 
wearing on ankle socks; in Roumania 
forbidding persons under 18 from see-

Three two- 
minute miles in four days are a rare 
sight, especially when one considers that 
they were all race miles, the supreme 
test of a great horse. 


But those two pacing races at Cleve- 
land did not decide the pacing picture, 
for at Toledo the past week another 
horse entered the picture to liven up 
the scene, Colonel Tom, 2:00%, star of 
J. B. Reynolds Stable of Kansas City. 
Chief Abbedale was unable to start at 
Toledo, but Dick Reynolds was in the 
race there and went to the post a heavy 
faverite, and he looked like he was go- 
ing to have an easy time of it, as he 
won the first heat Without any great 
difficulty. But before the start of the 
second mile Driver Rupe Parker decided 
to let Vic Fleming drive Colonel Tom, 
who happens to be something of a prob- 
lem at the score. And it was a happy 
selection that Trainer Parker made, for 
Fleming soon found the key to the 
Western gelding, had him away flying, 
took the lead before reaching the quar- 
ter and the pair was never headed from 
there on to the wire. The same tactics 
were followed in the third and final 
mile, Fleming getting his herse away in 
front going into the first turn, and then 
staying there for the remainder of the 
mile, altho nearing home he was forced 
to use every bit of his skill and judg- 
ment with the reins to head Dick Reyn- 
olds. Fleming’s work in that race was 
one of the highlights of the current 
season, a piece of work which still shows 
that when it comes to handling a pacer 
in a race Fleming has few equals and 
no superiors. 


Season Looks Great 


But those races were only a few of 
the real outstanding exhibitions that 
have been staged since the mile-track 
season opened. Calumet Crusader, 
2:01%4, easily defeated Vansandt, 2:01, 
in their match race for $2,500 at Cleve- 
land; Brown Berry sprang a big surprise 
at Toledo, winning the free-for-all] trot, 
defeating Calumet Crusader and equal- 
ing the world’s 4-year-old race record of 
2:01 flat. All Pep trotted in 2:01% for 
the youthful Johnny Caton; some two- 
score or more of horses, both trotters 
and pacers, have taken new and reduced 
records, ranging anywhere from 2:01 to 
2:05, the list being much too long to 
mention here. The 3-year-old trotting 
picture, which four weeks ago looked to 
be all for the Parshall Stable with its 
two stars, Muscletone, 2:0314, and Lord 
Jim, 2:05'4, is new a wide-open one. 
with Reynolda, 2:0314;° Emily Stokes, 
2:04, and Vitamine, 2:06%4, ranking as 
the dangerous colts. The pacing picture 
is the most open that it has been in 
years, which is also true of the aged 
trotting picture, and, all in all, harness 
horse followers are in for one of the 
greatest seasons of racing that the sport 
has ever known. 


Another bright spot of the season *o 
date has been the sales of the last sev- 
eral weeks. There is more of a demand 
right at present for good racing mate- 
rial than there has been in some time, 
as is shown by the sale of the 3-year- 
old colt, Senator Mimic, 3, 2:03. for 
$7,500, the colt costing $110 as a year- 
ling in the Indianapolis sale. At Toledo 
last week Trainer Joe Gahagan sold the 
2-year-old pacer Auctioneer to the 
Squire Brothers, Eastern dealers, for 
$2,500 and they turned right around 
and sold him to Trainer Sep Palin for 
$3,500, the colt having cost Trainer 
Gahagan last fall just $300.

in the treatment of labor, hearings on 
the same shall be within 40 days hess 
July 12. 

One paragraph of the national recov- 
ery order reads as follows: “Approxi- 
mately 135 industries whose codes have 
passed public hearing or have been set 
for hearing and on which ready agree- 
ment appears obtainable are now asked 
to help get their individual codes fin- 
ished within the first half of the 30-day 
period. If they do this the contem- 
plated basic code will not apply to 
them.” 

Information sought touching the 
question of whether circus and carnival 
industries would come under the pro- 
visions of this paragraph was to the 
effect they would not, the obvious 
Treason for this conclusion being that 
“ready agreement” does not appear to 
be obtainable as to these industries. 
Otherwise they would have been codified 
before this. 


Does Not Apply to Parks 


The executive order of General John~- 
s0n would not apply to parks, pools, 
Piers and beaches in that assent upon 
the part of the industries to a code has 
actually been withdrawn. But, and still 
again, these interests, it would seem, 
will be required to keep an eye open as 
to observance of satisfactory labor con- 
Gitions that they may not be cited for 
hearings in conformity with Section 
3 (dad). This section reads as follows: 

“Upon his own motion, or if com- 
plaint is made to the President that 
abuses inimical to the public interest 
and contrary to the policy herein de- 
clared are prevalent in any trade or in- 
dustry or subdivision thereof, and if no 
code of fair competition therefor has 
heretofore been approved by the Presi- 
dent, the President, after such public 
notice and hearing as he shall specify, 
may prescribe and approve a code of 
fair competition for such trade or in- 
Gustry or subdivision thereof, which 
snall have the same effect as a code of 
fair competition approved by the Presi- 
dent under subsection (a) of this 
section.” 

Under the executive order of General 
Johnson of July 12 this code apparently, 
instead of being a code of fair com- 
petition, shall be, as suggested hereto- 
fore, “a labor code.” As to those in- 
dustries which shall elect to go under 
the basic code, hearings will not be 
necessary as, according to a statement 
of NRA, “the provisions offered for 
adoption have already received the sanc- 
tion of the required administrative and 
advisory groups.” 

More than $0 per cent of employment 
is covered by codes already in effect, the 
NRA statement says, these codes num- 
bering 476. So-called service trades 
which were covered by a previous execu- 
tive suspension of trade-practice pro- 
visions are not included in the new plan.

@ general instead of a specific code 
authority to be created by the admin- 
istrator. In the view of the Administra- 
tion, the majority of those industries 
not yet under code and which may 
choose to operate under the basic code 
will elect to merge with existing codes 
of related lines. Under the basic code 
hour and wage provisions have been left 
blank in copies furnished by the Ad- 
ministration with express provision that 
these be established at the figures car- 
ried in related codes. 


No Public Hearings 


There will be no public hearings ,on 
applications by groups for either the 
basic code or for merger with an exist- 
ing code. Upon the applications all 
parties at interest will be given 10 days’ 
notice. If there are no substantial 
objections the applications shall be ap- 
proved and the codes will go into effect 
automatically at the end of 10 days. 
Industries which do not apply for inclu- 
sion under the basic code or for merger 
with a related code, as in the probable 
cases of circuses, carnivals and parks, 
pools, piers and beaches, will, under the 
executive order and under authority of 
Section 3 (d), be liable to a code cover- 
ing hours of labor, rates of pay and 
other working conditions if, in the judg- 
ment of the Administration, after hear- 
ings, such code shall be applied.

License Boosts 


Nickel Playing 


NEWARK, N. J., July 14.—Effect of 
the licensing movement has been to put 
nickel-play machines in the lead in this 
State, according to George Ponser, pop- 
ular distributer here. Hillside, New 
Jersey, set a new pace in putting a tax 
of $50 on penny machines while nickel 
machines are licensed at half that much. 
The idea back of this discrimination 
against penny machines was seen as a 
method to prevent children from play- 
ing the machines. Practically all of the 
child patronage goes to the penny 
games, as the city lawmakers viewed 
it, hence a prohibitive tax on the penny 
machines, 

Ponser reports that his firm has not 
sold a penny game in the State for the 
last few weeks since the license wave 
started. He believes that operators like 
the new trend and that they expect 
their earnings to increase. He has had 
some demand for dime chutes on games, 
he said. 

One operator who has used dime 
chutes reports one location in which 
he has two 10-cent play machines. A 
$30 radio is offered as a high-score 
prize, and the two machines are in al- 
most constant play eight hours out of 
every day. Better prizes are one of the 
possibilities expected when penny ma- 
chines are displaced. 


Cigaret Operating Firm 

PEORIA, Ill., July 14. — Among the 
new business enterprises in the city is 
the incorporation of the Cigarette Serv- 
ice Company, at 305 South Park avenue. 
It lists 1,500 shares of n. p. v. stock, 
common.

Selling Ourselves 


Perhaps one of the wisest estimates ever made of adver- 
tising was that 75 cents of the average advertising dollar goes 
to keep old customers sold, while the remaining 25 cents re- 
sults in making new customers. The big job in any business is 
to keep present customers. old friends. 


There is an inside job of selling to do also in every busi- 
ness and in every industry. The coin machine business has a 


big job to sell its own members on certain dehnite and much- 
needed ideas. 


There is a long hard road to sell the idea of what con- 
stitutes a modern skill game or device. The old definitions are 
impractical and unreasonable. The statute used in Arkansas 
recently when the Supreme Court of that State ruled against 
pin tables is an example. The idea of prohibiting any device 
“of any description which may be used to win or lose 
money or property” is too antiquated to be tolerated in a mod- 
ern age. It permits of such wide variances in court opinions 
of justice as to be unsuited to the mechanical and scientific 
progress of the time. 


But how can the coin machine industry fight for its rights 
when there is lack of agreement as to what constitutes a skill 
game? We must sell ourselves on a definition that will prove 


workable and one that will reduce differences of opinion to a 
minimum. 


One of the big difficulties at the present time is that the 
established court decisions and statutes attempt to define a 
skill game as one in which “skill predominates.” Such a defi- 
nition of a mechanical skill game is impractical and permits 
too much discrimination against modern mechnical progress in 
the amusement field. It is very difficult for any two persons 
to agree on “when skill predominates” in any mechanical game. 

A definition proposed in this department is that “a me- 
chanical skill game is a device in which there are definite ele- 
ments of skil!, evident in the mechanical construction and in 


‘the playing features.” 


This definition will reduce arguments and discrimination 
to a minimum. No two persons can agree on “predominant 
skill” but any person of average intelligence can readly tell 
when a mechanical game has definite elments of skill. 

The job for the coin machine industry is to sell itself com- 
pletely on the modern skill games and what constitutes a skill 
game. Attorneys representing the trade must be prepared to 
undertake an intelligent crusade for a definition of skill in keep- 
ing with modern progress. As long as the present court and 
statuary definitions are adhered to, there will be useless argu- 
ment and wide variance in judicial decisions. Naturally, pres- 
ent cases have to he fought out on present standards and out- 
worn definitions. But into every case must be injected some- 
thing of the crusading spirit, pleading with reason and logic 
for a definition that can be applied to modern inventions with 
a minimum of uncertainty and discrimination. 

President Roosevelt stopped discrimination against pre- 
miums when he set forth the principle that premiums may be 
used legitimately for advertising and sales promotion when 
they do not result in price cutting. That is a principle in keep- 
ing with modern business conditions. 

We need a new attitude and a new definition of modern 
skill games, in keeping with modern inventions, but we will have 
to sell ourselves on the idea first. SILVER SAM.

Court expresses desire to 
respect intention of new 
Esquirol law

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., July 14.—Favor- 
able decision for pin-table games was 
rendered by the Special Sessions Court 
here on June 30 in a case tried under 
the new Esquirol bill. Tobias A. Keppler, 
of the law firm of Keppler & Keppler, 
New York City, was attorney for the 
defendant in the case. 

In the written opinion, the court 
stated that: “On June 1, 1934, an in- 
formation upon the charge of having 
gambling devices on premises was sworn 
to and a warrant for the arrest of the 
defendant, Fayette Hale, was issued. 
The defendant, upon being duly ar- 
raigned, entered a plea of not guilty 
and a trial was had before the Court 
without a jury. The crime alleged was 
a violation of Chapter 317 of the Laws 
of the State of New York, the same 
being an act to amend the Penal Law 
in relation to slot-machines and gam- 
bling devices, and became effective on 
May 7, 1934. In view of the fact that 
various measures aimed at suppression 
of the slot machines and kindred de- 
vices failed in their purpose, a more

Service Trades 


Ask State Code 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Thousands of 
members of the service trade groups are 
reported to be begging for a State code 
since the dropping of the national NRA 
codes for these trades by order of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on May 26. Hotels, bar- 
ber shops and ‘garages are included in 
the service groups, all three of which 
provide locations for amusement and 
vending machines. 

The President announced that the 
national codes were being removed be- 
cause the service industries could best 
be served by local codes. It was indi- 
cated that where 85 per cent of any 
trade wanted a code of fair competition, 
such would be instituted with govern- 
mental approval. The announcement by 
the President came about the time that 
opponents of the NRA were making 
great noise about “pants pressers” being 
sent to jail. Chaos in prices is said to 
have prevailed in the service trades 
since the codes were abandoned. Reports 
of men’s suits being cleaned and pressed 
for 10 cents are heard. 


TRENTON, N. J., July 14.—Strong ma- 
jority sentiment for State codes was 
shown at the legislative hearings here 
to investigate the 17 codes now in force 
in the State. New Jersey is one of the 
dozen States that have supported NRA 
codes with State legislation. The hear- 
ing took the form of a demonstration 
with placards and banners, such as 
“New Jersey Business Demands State 
Codes,” a Cutting Means Wage 
Cutting,” 


Two Jersey Men Listed 


NEWARK, N. J., July 14.—The Newark 
News, which publishes lists of patents 
issued to persons living in New Jersey, 
had the names of two persons obtaining 
coin-machine device patents in its is- 
sue of July 9. 

David W. Rochestie, of Trenton, ob- 
tained a patent on a weighing machine, 
and Percy E. Mills, of Towaco, obtained 
@ patent on a coin receptacle cover. 


Colorado Coin Dust 


J. W. Bullock and wife, operators of 
Pueblo, Colo., had the misfortune of 
being participants in an automobile ac- 
cident a few days ago. They were rid- 
ing with friends when the car they oc- 
cupied had a head-on collision with a 
car owned by Senator Adams, of Colo- 
rado, and being driven by his 18-year- 
old son. Mrs. Bullock received the 
worse of the deal, receiving a broken leg, 
severe cuts on her face and numerous 
bruises. At this writing she is doing 
nicely and looks forward to a speedy 
recovery. 


The tourist element has increased 
business for the coin-machine operators 
thruout the Colorado territory. This 
tourist trade will. be in evidence until 
late September. 


A number of penny arcades are doing 
nicely in the Gold Dust State. Pay- 
off tables are doing well, with counter 
models getting their share of the coins. 


The renewed mining activities are also 
boosting to some extent the operators’ 
business and causing additional coins to 
jingle into their cash boxes. 


No Credit to Coin Game 
For Small Coin Demand? 


CHICAGO, July 14—Commenting on 
the increased demand for small change, 
a demand that is favorable to the play 
of amusement and vending machines, 
The Chicago Daily News said that 
“changing ways of living register in- 
stantly at the United States mints or 
at the bureau of engraving. In the 
present shortage of small coins which 
has put the mints to working overtime, 
demand for the quarter dollar is said to 
be especially active. 

“The quarter has become the standard 
price of mixed drinks or a slug of hard 
liquor—usually very hard—in the tens 
of thousands of saloons which we were 
told would never return, but, neverthe- 
less, are with us. Fifteen years ago 
hardly was the ink dry on the last State 
ratification of the 18th Amendment 
when an unprecedented demand de- 
veloped for the $1,000 bill, a rare work 
of art before prohibition. In the gilded 
age of the bootlegger and the racketeer 
the ‘one-grand’ note became part of the

He 
declared an emergency period in the 
trade and announced the ruling. 

The announcement was met by oppo- 
nents of the NRA as another case of 
“dictatorship” and price fixing. 

Retail prices of cigarets will be stand- 
ardized at 10 cents per package for the 
“dime” brands, and standard packs will 
sell at 13 cents, or two for 25 cents. 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Altho General 
Johnson's order stabilizing cigaret prices 
had not been made public at the time 
interviewed, Robert Z. Greene, of the 
Rowe Manufacturing Company, Inc., 
stated this week that the demand for 
cigaret machines had been growing 
steadily this year due to the stabilizing 
effect of the NRA on cigaret prices. 
Unsteady prices in cigarets had kept 
many an operator out of the business 
for the last few years, Greene said, but 
now many experienced operators in 
other lines of machines are turning 
to cigaret merchandising.

CHICAGO, July 14.—A brickbat for 
New York and a still heavier one for 
President Roosevelt on account of his 
former connections with the coin-ma- 
chine industry was thrown by The 
Chicago Tribune this week in its fn- 
creasingly bitter attacks on the New 
Deal 


“The President’s radio address seems 
to have met with a more favorable re- 
ception in the East than in the West,” 

The Tribune states and then proceeds to 
lambast New Yorkers for their bad 
habits. 


Then the coin-machine industry is 
dragged in when The Tribune says that 
“a good example of the kind of ‘mad 
chase’ Mr. Roosevelt spoke of is pro- 
vided in the records of the Consolidated 
Automatic Merchandising Company, or- 
ganized in 1928 to make and sell various 
kinds of slot machines. Extravagant 
estimates of earnings were put forward 
to attract innocent investors. The com- 
mon stock rose as high as $18 a share. 
The other day you could buy two shares 
for a quarter, and the company was pe- 
titioning for reorganization at the ex- 
pense of its creditors under the new 
bankruptcy act. The company in 1928 
numbered among its directors Mr. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 


Looking for Cool City 


CHICAGO, July 14.—“I came here to 
cool off,” announced E. J. Karm, St. 
Louis branch manager for O. D. Jen- 
nings & Company, breezing into the 
home Office this week (July 9) while 


Chicagoans mopped sweat from their 
brow. 


“Where I come from it’s been 108 in 
the shade so long the thermometer 
doesn’t know how to drop.” 


Karm had just arrived from Kansas 
City, where, he declares, eggs will sizzle 
on the sidewalk any time. He took 100 
Little Merchant machines with him and 
an additional order for 300 to be shipped 
later. The cigaret feature in this ma- 
chine has a wide appeal, he states, “be- 
cause there’s a special fascination in 
playing for something in which every- 
body is interested.”

Robbins & Company. A contrivance has 
been invented by Mitchell for the penny 
stick-gum venders made by the Robbins 
firm, which prevents the jamming of 
gum which happens in machines of this 
type when the machines may be turned 
upside down.

This column has not mentioned the 
National Automatic Merchandising Asso- 
ciation, Inc., and its purpose for many 
weeks, and in view of the fact that 
many new readers have taken an inter- 
est in these weekly articles, it may be 
well to tell them something about the 
NAMA. 

The merchandising machine business 
of this country is solely a business where 
merchandise typified by candy, cigarets, 
gum, towels, soap. drug articles, fruit, 
sandwiches, apples, beverages, shoe shin- 
ing, weighing scales and sundry other 
commodities are sold thru coin-operated 
machines. The association realizing the 
necessity of having the business clearly 
and distinctly understood by the gen- 
eral public, public officials and every- 
one else interested, incorporated not 
only for the purpose of serving the in- 
terests of its members, but to provide 
a clear distinction between the mer- 
chandising machine business and the 
slot-machine business. This clear, the 
direct point is that there is no alliance 
between the manufacturers of NAMA 
machines and manufacturers of other 
kinds of machines. 

The purpose of the organization is: 

“To foster the common interests of 
those engaged In the automatic mer- 
chandising industry; to develop the 
value and general usefulness of auto- 
matic merchandising; to diffuse ac- 
curate and reliable information with 
reference to the industry; to reform 
abuses relative to the industry; to se- 
cure freedom from unjust or unlawful 
exactions; to promote a more enlarged 
and friendly intercourse among those 
engaged in the industry; to promulgate 
codes of fair competition and practice 
concerning the automatic merchandis- 
ing industry, and to perform all such 
acts as may tend to promote the wel- 
fare of the industry at large.” 

The NAMA has attended strictly to 
the needs of only the operators of 
merchandising machines. The organ- 
ization is officered by men who have 
been on the practical side of the busi- 
ness for many years and who are 
prominently known by operators in the 
field. More than 85 per cent of the 
volume turned over in the United States 
in candy and cigaret merchandising 
machines js done by men who are mem- 
bers of the NAMA. The NAMA is there- 
fore truly representative of the wishes, 
ideals and needs of the industry. 

Part of the Work so far has consisted 
of making a thoro survey of the busi- 
ness. From the statistics gleaned it was 
shown that a ccde for regulation of the 
industry was necessary. After many 
meetings, culminating in a two-day ses- 
sion at the Astor Hotel, New York, Feb- 
Truary 7-8, a final draft of a code was 
formulated and is now in the hands of 
the administration in Washington. : 

We are extremely optimistic about 
future business. Most of the locations 
are, of course, in large industrial build- 
ings, in theaters, in railway stations 
and in restrooms. Opportunity for ex- 
pansion is tremendous. The fact that 
our organization has control of the 
business, because of its present member- 
ship, is a good thing. 

The NAMA is a non-profit organiza- 
tion conducted solely in the interests 
of the operators. We are pleased to 
counsel with and advise any legitimate 
operators connected with our business. 

As an indication of the size of our 
business, we present the fact that over 


$30,000,000 gross was sold thru cigaret 
machines alone in 1933. A sum very 
nearly approaching that figure was 
turned over in candy. The organiza- 
tion has further statistics available for 
those interested. 

One of the principal problems antici- 
pated by the officers is that of at- 
tempted vicious, unfair and unjust 
legislation. 

Our organization stands ready, thru 
its national scope, central system of 
records and legal framework spread thru 
key districts of the country, to assist in 
every way those desiring the benefits 
and help offered. 


Arbitration for Candy 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—First meet- 
ing of the Code Authority of the candy 
industry decided on an arbitration plan 
which would attempt to settle all dis- 
putes in local market areas if possible. 
Code questions will be referred to a lo- 
cal committee wherever there aré 
enough manufacturers to maintain such 
committee. Next step is a zone com- 
mittee, and if the zone committee can- 
not settle questions, then it will be re- 
ferred to the national Code Authority. 
An inter-industry committee was also 
selected to confer with similar commit- 
tees from related fields on mutual prob- 
lems. 


Drink Machine Company 


ST. LOUIS, July 14.—Trade announce- 
ment is that Drink-o-Matic Company 
has been formed to manufacture a car- 
bonating machine for making and dis- 
pensing soft drinks and other liquids. 
The machine, which is known as the 
Drink-o-Matic, is now being manufac- 
tured by the Mt. Vernon (Ill.) Car Com- 
pany until the firm here can establish 
a factory of its own. 

Announcement did not indicate if 
machine is intended for coin operation. 


Two Shifts on Venders 


BROOKLYN, July 14.—Rapid strides 
of the cigaret vending machine business 
is reflected in the working of two shifts 
at the plant of the U-Need-A-Pak Prod- 
ucts Corporation, 57 Jay street. Louis 
Steiner, head of the firm, says that in- 
creased orders are coming from all sec- 
tions of the country and indicate a per- 
manent improvement in the business.

genera! definition of what constituted 
a slot machine was necessary. There- 
fore Chapter 317 was enacted. 

“The questicn before the Court is 
whether the machine or game found in 
the possession of the defendant likewise 
is condemned by the new section. The 
function of a court is to interpret law. 
Authority to make law is, under our 
form of government, vested in the Leg- 
islature. In the interpretation of law, 
we are, insofar as we are able, to deter- 
mine the legislative intent. It is there- 
fore competent to ask whether the 
Legislature intended to prohibit all coin 
devices, whether their successful opera- 
tion was governed solely by chance, re- 
gardless of the element of skill. If such 
was the intent, the device in the instant 
case is illegal. 

“We are likewise to consider legisla- 
tive enactments in view of the condi- 
tions which impel such action. It is 
agreed that the slot machine is a vicious 


instrument and its use should be sup- 
pressed because of its undeniable asso- 
ciation with racketeering, as well as its 
appeal to the unwary. 

The device under consideration may 
be briefly described as a rectangular 
box, containing holes surrounded by 
nails or wires, thru which marbles are 
brought into play by the insertion of 
a coin into the mechanism. The marble 
upon being struck with a spring plung- 
er goes into play. In a great measure 
the score attained is commensurate with 
degree of skill and the sense of touch 
of the player. The usual game lasts 
from three to five minutes. Its playing 
may afford a great deal of amusement. 
The game is not of itself illegal. The 
mere fact that it may be put to an 
illegal use does not condemn it. Things 
innocent in themselves may be used for 
an illegal purpose. For example, the 
faculties and senses of human beings 
are often used in the accomplishment 
of a harmful purpose.

standard equipment of gentlemen buy- 
ing alky in wholesale lots, or needing 
quick cash bail to avoid being detained 
from business duties. The chill winds 
of deflation and repeal have flattened 
out the vogue for those engravings, and 
many a connoisseur now rakes in two- 
bit pieces, where he used to peel ‘grands’ 
off his roll. 

“Increased demand for other sub- 
sidiary coins cannot be so definitely as- 
sociated with a new custom. Many 
causes have combined to increase the 
use of small change. Improved busi- 
ness turnover naturally requires more 
money for making change. Production 
of small coins by the mints in 1931 and 
1932 was hardly a 10th of normal. The 
present shortage is partly a hangover 
from the depression. 

“With only half as many banks in 
the country now as there were 10 years 
ago, with deposits down about $14,000,- 
000,000 from the boom-time figure, and 
with the turnover of deposits probably 
reduced by half, any business improve- 
ment now is bound to result in greater 
use of cash of all denominations. 

“Odd-cent transactions have been in- 
creasing for nearly 50 years, but lately 
accelerating forces have come into play 
to boost their number. Sales taxes of 
all sorts have caused greater use of 
minor coins. The trend probably will 
continue until it is retarded by the 
growth of bank deposits, more retail 
credit and greater use of checks in pay- 
ing bills.”

Prizes Out 
In Buffalo

Court sees question as dif- 
ficult but decides to ban 
prizes 
s 

BUFFALO, July 14.—Prizes on pin 
table games were forbidden in a decision 
in the city court of Buffalo, in an in- 
terpretation of the Esquirol law, here 
recently. 

Forbidden machines, according to the 
court’s interpretation of the law, were 
“any machine . . . is a slot machine if 
it is one that is adapted, or is one that 
may be readily converted into one that 
is adapted for the use in any way, that 
as a result of the insertion of any piece 
of money or coin or other object such 
machine . . . is caused to operate... 
and by reason of any element of chance 
. . . the user (player) may receive... 
any piece of money . . . thing of value, 
etc.” 


“The difficult question,” said the 
court in regard to pin tables, “to decide 
is the case where nothing is mechanical- 
ly delivered by the machine as the result 
of its operation, but where the custo- 
dian of the machine may use it as a 
means of awarding something of value 
to the player, as a result of some com- 
bination of figures or score registered 
on the machine. If it is actually used 
for this purpose then the machine by 
its adaption brings itself into the for- 
bidden category.” 

This classification of awarding prizes 
in connection with a skill game in the 
same class of automatic payouts was re- 
garded as unfair by coinmen, and other, 
cases to test the decision are expected.

Big License

MADISON, Wis., July 14—The ques- 
tion of two proposed ordinances on coin 
machines which had been puzzling the 
council and license committee for some 
time was tentatively settled at least this 
week when the committee voted to ban 
games of chance and to license pin 
table games at $100 per year. 

Attorney Harry Sauthoff, said to rep- 
resent a group of coin-machine owners, 
suggested that the council permit the 
operation of all games, according to 
The Wisconsin State Journal, but that 
stiff license fees be imposed. He sug- 
gested revocation of license in case of 
violation of the law, and also said there 
were serious objections to permitting 
the operation of some machines and the 
exclusion of others. 

The ordinance as prepared by City At- 
torney John T. Harrington at the re- 
quest of the committees would permit 
playing amusement machines with nick- 
el chutes or less, would bar machines 
within 500 feet of schools and would 
prohibit drunken persons from playing 
the games. 

“I would suggest that you license all 
machines as amusement games,” said 
Sauthoff. “I also urge that you fix a 
registration fee high enough so that 
violation of the law would be a distinct 
loss to the owners.” 

The committee struck from the ordi- 
nance a clause that would authorize the 
mayor to hire an investigator. One 
alderman proposed that operators of 
games be permitted to pay the fee in 
two installments, $50 each six months, 
but his motion failed The ordinance 
defines gambling machines as games of 
chance and prohibits their operation 
within the city.

Skies Brighter

Birmingham 

BIRMINGHAM, July 14. — Following 
their experience in recent months, Max 
Hurvich, of Birmingham Vending Com- 
pany, says he “can make a suggestion 
to other operators in other cities. Co- 
operation will accomplish wonders. 
When troubles began to confront us 
here we organized into a strong associa- 
tion and by sticking together we have a 
chance to beat the opposition. Without 
organization we wouldn’t have had a 
chance. Atlanta, which is confronted 
with a similar situation, has followed 
our example and organized just a few 
days ago. They have some assurance of 
a new deal now.” 

Skill games are operating at a normal 
rate in Birmingham now, it is stated. 
A local injunction was dissolved shortly 
after June 1, and then an injunction 
was obtained from the State Supreme 
Court at Montgomery. The case is pend- 
ing while the court is adjourned for the 
summer and hearing will probably come 
about November.

PITTSBURGH, July 14——A chat with 
a@ number of operators here revealed 
that pin games are enjoying their best 
biz since they have een licensed by 
local authorities. Stores which have 
never handled any amusement games 
have made room for them and find that 
profits amply pay for the space occu- 
pied. 

Newest locations discovered by local 
operators include beach restroo and 
skating rinks. With outdoor poo - 
joying very good trade this year, it is 
only natural that games planted within 
reach at these resorts will bring results. 
Rinks, which have become highly popu- 
lar here this season, are proving to be 
very good customers for local operators. 
With no admission charged, crowds flock 
these palaces to watch the skaters and 
in certain cases professional skating 
teams engaged by the management. A 
good many of these onlookers are coin 
game enthusiasts.

DETROIT, July 14.—Organization of a 
new group of skill game operators was 
completed here July 10, according to 
Henry C. Lemke, of the Lemke Specialty 
Company. The group will function as a 
unit of the Automatic Merchandisers’ 
Association of Michigan, in strict accord 
with the plans adopted at the State 
meeting last winter. F. E. Turner, pres- 
ident of the Michigan AMA, is reported 
to be a leading spirit in the formation 
of this enterprise. 

Group was formed with 25 members. 
Morris Schmidt was electea temporary 
chairman. Milton A. Atlas, attorney, 
was retained to represent the new group 
and was authorized to draft a new ordi- 
nance proposal. A new draft was made 
available this week, revised from four 
drafts that have preceded it. New draft 
is said to have best ideas of all previous 
forms. 

The Atlas draft reduces the penalty 
for violations, proposes a $25 license for 
the privilege of operating skill devices 
and $1 on each machine above the first. 
Not over 150 machines may be operated 
under any license; fees received will be 
used for enforcement of the act. Actual 
license must be attached to machine, is 
transferrable from one machine to an- 
other, but not from one person to an- 
other. No gambling will be permitted 
and conviction of gambling disqualifies 
for license for one year. Children un- 
der 16 are forbidden to play games un- 
less accompanied by parent and ma- 
chines must bear sign to this effect. 

A highly involved definition of gam- 
bling devices has been placed in the 
draft. Essentially, this provision states 
that a device with an element of chance 
whereby the player may possibly receive 
some additional thing of value, in the 
form of a memorandum, whether for 
cash, prizes, or further chances to play 
the machine, in addition to the known 
goods or merchandise which a machine, 
as a vender, may dispense, is gambling. 

If a particular machine is questioned 
as being a gambling device, a board of 
arbitration, headed by the Judge of the 
Circuit Court, will pass upon its admis- 
sibility before it is licensed. Any ma- 
chine with a pay-off chute or similar at- 
tachment is automatically eliminated. 
No prizes whatsoever may be given to 
players. This forbids all systems of 
competition, tournaments, etc. Machines 
may not be displayed on any public 
highway. 


Court Ban on Pins Opens 


Up Market for Counters 

MEMPHIS, July #4.—S. L. Stanley, of 
the Automatic Amusement Company, re- 
ports that as a result of the unfavorable 
decision of the Arkansas Supreme Court 
against pin tables there is a big pickup 
in the sale of counter games of chance. 

Operators in Arkansas are turning to 
the counter games, he says, and one of 
them expressed it thus: “If 1 am going 
to be in an illegal business in operating 
marble games, then I had rather be in 
the same status by operating counter 
games of chance sppeal because they can 
be purchased for less money, their earn- 
ings are very attractive and they can be 
more easily operated in closed territory 
than the large pin table games.”
